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Ту Davis (Yam) won the opening round 
of the AMA Acerbis National Enduro 
Series in Coalinga, California, on Febru- 
ary 14. Finishing second was Doug 
Blackwell (Yam), followed by Russ 
Pearson (KTM), Mike Lafferty (KTM) 
and Brian Garrahan (KTM). 


Everything fell into place for Buddy 
Antunez (Suz) in rounds 23 and 24 of 
the AMA/PJ1 National Arenacross 
Series in Guthrie, Oklahoma, February 
12-13. Antunez had two wins and two 
second-place finishes on the weekend 
and took over the championship points 
lead when the leader going into Guthrie, 
Cliff Palmer (Kaw), suffered a dislocat- 
ed elbow and a broken arm in a crash on 
Friday night. In 125cc action on Friday 
night, Keith Johnson (Yam) topped 
Antunez and Ivan Tedesco (Yam) prior 
to Jeff Willoh (Hon) beating Antunez 
and Johnson in the 250cc final. On Satur- 
day night, Antunez won both races, top- 
ping Willoh and Jeromy Buehl (Hon) in 
the 125cc final and beating Johnson and 
Willoh in the 250cc main event. After 24 
of 34 rounds, Antunez now leads 
Willoh, 747-711. The injured Palmer is 
third with'691 points. 


Doug Dubach (Yam) won the sixth 
round of the PACE U.S. Off-Road 
Championship in the Thunder Bikes 
final in San Diego, California, on Febru- 
ary 13. Dubach beat Dustin Nelson 
(Yam) and Scott Myers (Yam). 


Chaparral Suzuki's Damon Buckmaster 
has been released from the hospital after 
suffering injury in a motocross riding 
accident on February 7 in Southern Cali- 
fornia. Buckmaster broke his left wrist 
and fractured his C1 vertebra in addi- 
tion to compression of two thoracic ver- 
tebrae (T4, T5), but suffered no damage 
to his spinal cord. Buckmaster under- 
went surgery to have his wrist pinned 
on February 9 and is currently in a halo 
while his neck injuries heal. Whether or 
not Buckmaster can return to action in 
the AMA 600 and 750cc Supersport 
Series in 1999 remains in doubt, as he is 
expected to take some two to five 
months to recover, though doctors say 
his recovery will be complete. “There 
will definitely be a bike for Damon 
when he comes back," said Kel Car- 
ruthers, team manager and crew chief 
for Chaparral Suzuki. 


In the meantime, Suzuki has signed Tom 
Kipp to replace Buckmaster on the 
Chaparral team. Kipp, who won the 
AMA 750cc Supersport title in 1995 on a 
Suzuki GSX-R750, will join current 750cc 
Supersport National Champion Richard 
Alexander Jr. on the first-year team, rid- 
ing both 750 and 600cc Supersport. “I 
sent back both contracts to Mel (Harris) 
at Suzuki yesterday by FedEx,” Kipp 
said on Tuesday, February 16. “I’m just 
getting ready to call them to make sure 
everything is in order, but as far as I’m 
concerned, everything should be okay. 
I'm ready to go. I’m really stoked. Hav- 
ing three months or so to sit back and 
think, staring at early retirement... it 
makes you think a lot. I’ve got a fresh 
outlook and I’m really excited. I don’t 
know Kel (Carruthers - the team’s crew 
chief and team manager), but I’ve heard 
tremendous things about him and I view 
this as an excellent opportunity. I also 
know that Suzuki is behind Chaparral 
big-time as far as their support goes.” 


If there was any question as to the level 
of support the U.S. round of the World 
Supercross Championship would get 
from the riders, that has been answered, 
at least according to a press release 





issued by Speedvision Productions, the 
promoters of the event, scheduled for 
November 20 at the Rose Bowl in 
Pasadena, California. Jeremy McGrath, 
Jeff Emig, Ezra Lusk, Larry Ward and 
Robbie Reynard have already commit- 
ted to the race. “I’ve been racing Euro- 
peans for several years and the European 
riders have become very competitive 
with the Americans,” said Larry Ward. 
“This year, however, Jeremy McGrath, 
Jeff Emig and a few other top Americans 
will join me to represent the United 
States and I think we'll prove that the 
United States is still the home of super- 
cross." McGrath is also excited about the 
event, which will be round three of the 
four-race series. "I wouldn't miss the 
event,” McGrath said. “I’ve raced against 
and beaten these guys in Europe and I 
think the American riders will be very 
competitive, if not dominant." As for 
support from the major manufacturers 
for the Rose Bowl race, American Suzuki 
vice president Mel Harris said: "We are 
looking forward to having an interna- 
tional race of this magnitude in our own 
back yard. We plan to be there, and 
Team Suzuki rider Robbie Reynard will 
defend his '98 World Supercross title at 
the U.S. round." Tickets for the race will 
go on sale at the Rose Bowl on April 1. 
Speedvision Productions, formally 
known as First Auto Sports Television 
(FAST), is the primary production com- 
pany for Speedvision Network and Fox 
Sports Net, providing both networks 
with all of their motor-cycle program- 
ming and a majority of their auto-racing 
programming. Speedvision Productions 
also promotes the U.S. round of the 
World Superbike Championship at Lagu- 
na Seca and the doubleheader rounds of 
the AMA Superbike Championship at 
Road Atlanta. 


Five-time World Champion Mick 
Doohan is learning to fly, according to 
reports in an Australian newspaper. 
Doohan, who is following in the foot- 
steps of fellow Gold Coast residents 
Daryl Beattie and Barry Sheene, is 
endeavoring to get through the course 
to enable him to fly his new Cessna 
Citation II from his Monaco home to the 
Grands Prix in Europe. “I’m not a great 
flier," Doohan said. "I prefer being on 
the ground, but it's not a phobia. It's not 
a problem because I get up there, but I 
generally know you only crash once in 
an aircraft." Flight instructor David Tre- 
wartha said that Doohan is a model stu- 
dent. "He reads a lot, and if you give 
him something to study he'll do it down 
to the finest detail," Trewartha said. 
Doohan has been featured in a series of 
television commercials for Qantas air- 
lines in recent years and has become 
close friends with the Australian air- 
lines BMW-riding CEO, James Strong. 
Still, the high-flying executive has done 
little to quell Doohan's nagging unease 
about not being in control. “I was talk- 
ing to Nelson Piquet (the ex-Formula 
One World Champion) and he felt the 
same way about flying,” Doohan said. 
“He got to the stage where he was at the 
back of the aircraft and there were a 
couple of pilots up at the front and he’d 
feel safer if he was perhaps at the front. I 
just want to understand what's going 
on. That's why I'm doing this." 


Fast By Ferracci's Larry Pegram came 
away from his first test of the 1999 sea- 
son with a smile on his face. Pegram 
lapped Willow Springs Raceway in 
Rosamond, California, at 1:22 in windy 
conditions, just a fraction off the pace set 
by Vance & Hines Ducati's Ben Bostrom 
and Anthony Gobert. Pegram started the

Younglood resigns as 
AMA president 


E d Youngblood, the president of the AMA since 1981, submitted his resignation 





to the AMA board of trustees during meetings on February 13 in Indianapolis, 
Indiana. 

“Му decision was made in part because of my belief that the organization would 
benefit from different leadership, and in part for my own health and well-being, and 
the desire to spend more time with my wife, Margaret," Youngblood said in a pre- 
pared release issued by the AMA on February 15. “It has been a demanding, exciting 
and rewarding experience, but I believe there are personal and organizational reasons 
why the AMA and I can both benefit from a change." 

Youngblood joined the AMA staff in 1970 as managing editor of the American 
Motorcyclist magazine and later served as head of the AMA's government-relations 
department before being named president. In addition to his 28-year tenure at the 
AMA, Youngblood served for 25 years as a delegate to the FIM, where he once held the 
position of deputy president, the organization's second-highest post. He also served as 
a trustee of the Clayton Foundation and the Motor Sports Hall of Fame. 

"The board of trustees regretted receiving Ed's resignation but understands and 
respects his reasons," AMA board chairman Carl Reynolds said. "We look forward to 
working with him in the process of transitioning to new leadership." 

Youngblood and the AMA have come under fire of late, stemming mainly from a 
December 18 court decision against the AMA and Paradama Productions Inc. and in 
favor of Roger Edmondson, the founder of North American Sport Bike, that could end 
up costing the association as much as $3.5 million in damages. 

The verdict, from a jury in the District Court of the United States for the Western 
District of North Carolina, was unanimous in favor of Edmondson. The AMA, howev- 
er, has appealed that decision. 

The AMA was dealt another blow in the Edmondson case on February 9 when U.S. 
District Court Judge Lacy H. Thornburg denied AMA motions to overturn the judg- 
ment and hold a new trial in Edmondson vs. AMA. 

"| know so little about it (the resignation), I don't know if it will change things or 
not," Edmondson said when asked if Youngblood's resignation will impact the on- 
going litigation between himself and the AMA. “It’s quite clear that there's an opportu- 
nity for the AMA to take a different direction on all of this. That's a question the new 
management will have to answer. I’m just a passenger on the train at this point.” 

As for who will replace Youngblood, the AMA's six vice presidents - Bill Amick, 
Patricia DiPietro, Greg Harrison, Mark Mederski, Robert Rasor and Merrill Vanderslice 
- will form a committee, headed up by senior vice president Rasor, and will name a 





successor. 





but quickly switched to the '99 model 
when he got up to speed. "It only took 
me about 12 laps to get into the 23s," 
Pegram said. “Then I got on the '99 bike. 
I feel really good on the thing. There's 
something about those Ducatis - me and 
them get along really good together." 
Pegram also had his new riding coach, 
Kevin Schwantz, at the test. "He seems 
pretty excited about it,” Pegram said of 
Schwantz. "It's a good way of him get- 
ting to the races and having some fun. 
He's going as my coach and I'm going 
down to his house prior to Daytona to 
train with him." When asked if waiting 
for nearly the entire off-season without a 
ride made for some tough times, Pegram 
joked: "I've got two murder-rap charges 
I've got to fight. Seriously, I started talk- 
ing with Eraldo (Ferracci) at Sears Point 
last year - it took that long to get it done. 
I think he (Ferracci) seems really happy 
now. He can see that I'm really confident 
on the bike. The '99 bike is really good 
and the tires are good. We had some 
World Superbike dual compounds and I 
did 25 laps on a tire, and the 25th lap 
was my quickest." Ferracci's team uses 
Michelin tires. 


Matt Wait didn't fare as well as Pegram 
at the Willow Springs test. Wait crashed 
the bike on the first day, suffering a 
slight concussion. His time on the bike 
during the second day - a day that fea- 
tured high winds and a little rain - was 
limited. The Fast By Ferracci team 
doesn't have any more tests planned 
prior to Daytona. 


Ducati's Troy Corser ended the three- 
day World Superbike test at Phillip 
Island in Australia with a scintillating 
1:33.415 on February 10 - just 1.2 seconds 
slower than the best lap turned in by 
Mick Doohan at the IRTA test a few 





weeks earlier. Corser ended up topping 
the charts, with his teammate Carl 
Fogarty second. Castrol Honda's Aaron 
Slight and Colin Edwards II were the 
third and fourth quickest of the riders 
who participated. АП four circulated in 
the 1:33s. "I'm very pleased with the 
times we set here in Phillip Island," 
Corser said, "both with my fastest time 
and my race-simulation times. We tested 
a lot of tires and I'm pretty happy with 
the setup, even though things will 
almost certainly be different in a couple 
of months' time for the race. We also 
tried out a lot of different components, 
which went well, and I'm looking for- 
ward to the Misano tests in March, when 
we will have the definitive version of the 
"99 bike for the.season ahead." 


According to a press release issued by 
the FIM, the governing body will adopt 
the rules of the International Olympic 
Committee as it pertains to anti-doping 
rules. ^For the 1999 season, the FIM will 
adopt the rules decreed by the IOC con- 
cerning doping, but will fight for equal 
sanctions for all contraveners, without 
exception, but with clearly defined lev- 
els which will not lend themselves to 
loose interpretation. A health passport 
will also be considered. We will also 
under our own initiative purpose, that 
he who suffers negative consequences 
due to the improper behavior of another 
is given the possibility to go to court, 
both civil and penal, to obtain damage 
reparations. The FIM, its members and 
riders believe that sportsmen must rep- 
resenfit universal values and must not 
behave as wretched tricksters chasing 
victory at any cost. A sporting victory 
should celebrate an individual's merits 
and his most noble excellence and must 
not serve as a launching pad to research 
in pharmaceutical products."

Is there a CBR1100XX PGM-FI CBS 
HYPER VTEC Super Blackbird in your 
future? Probably not, but Honda recent- 
ly introduced a CB400 Super Four in 
Japan fitted with the latest refinement of 
Honda's VTEC valve-control system, 
dubbed HYPER VTEC. VTEC (Variable 
Valve Timing & Electronic Control sys- 
tem) has long been available on many of 
Honda's cars, but the new HYPER 
VTEC differs from the other systems as 
the camshaft acts directly on the valve 
lifters, rather than through rocker arms, 
making the new system suitable for use 
at high rpm. Hydraulic control of the 
slide-pin mechanism is effected using oil 
pressure, controlled electronically 
through a spool valve. The system 
leaves closed two of the four valves per 
cylinder at low and middle rpm for 
greater intake velocity and swirl effect 
(as well as lower friction), with those 
valves opening at high rpm for better 
volumetric efficiency at increased 
engine speeds. Honda says the system 
increases both economy and perfor- 
mance at all engine speeds, and cites 
internal test data that fuel efficiency is 
improved by 6.6 percent. At this time, 
no announcement has been made about 
the availability of this technology for 
U.S.-market models. 


Debut-season GP winner Simon Crafar 
injured his thumb in a testing crash at 
Sepang and had to cut short his testing 
as a result. The Red Bull Yamaha rider 
and teammate Regis Laconi were both 
reporting difficulties in making the tran- 
sition from Dunlop to Michelin tires. 
"The Michelins grip much better, but 
the Dunlops are much more sympathet- 
ic at the edge," Crafar said. "It's easier 
to slide and spin with the Dunlops. I 
have to learn how to deal with a lot 
more traction." It is a familiar refrain, 
from other riders who have found the 
same switch difficult in the past. Crafar 
was off the pace by 1.5 seconds at 
Phillip Island but was lying sixth at Sep- 
ang when he fell. Carlos Checa also fell 
at Sepang, on two consecutive days, 
each time without injury. 


Mystery surrounds the GP future of John 
Kocinski, as team boss Erv Kanemoto 
struggles once again to save his sponsor- 
less team. IRTA was holding two slots 
open for Kanemoto, but he is running out 
of time, though he is still hopeful of 
securing the backing he needs. Kanemoto 
has a history of involuntary brinkman- 
ship stretching back many years - the 
Biaggi/Marlboro deal last year was only 
clinched at the last minute. He also has a 
history of sustained World Champi- 
onship success, starting with Freddie 
Spencer and stretching on with Eddie 
Lawson, Luca Cadalora and finally in 
1997 with Max Biaggi. 


World Champion Loris Capirossi has 
put his preseason test schedule into dis- 
array after breaking his collarbone in a 
motocross crash while practicing near 
his home, close to the Imola race track. 
He will definitely miss the Jerez tests 
and may be out for longer, as doctors 
told him they will only be able to assess 
his condition fully in 20 days. Capirossi,

A ccording to reliable sources in Europe, it's been decided that 1000cc four-strokes 


Road Race Series, ending the long reign of 500cc two-stroke dominance in Grand 


Prix road racing. 


The powers that be in international road racing - the FIM, International Roadracing 
Teams Association (IRTA), Grand Prix promoters Dorna and the Grand Prix Manufac- 
turers Association (GMPA) - met in Rome, Italy, on February 8 and decided to make 


the change. 


While there will be no limit on the number of cylinders, nor will there be different 
categories for different numbers of cylinders, there will be a weight differential based 
on the amount of cylinders for each motorcycle; i.e., 285 pounds for twins, 305 pounds 


for triples, etc. 


In addition, the bikes will feature open exhaust in an effort to further lure spectators 
to the sounds of 1000cc four-stroke Grand Prix bikes. 

England's Phil Read was the last man to ride a four-stroke to the 500cc World 
Championship, giving MV Agusta its last hurrah in the class. 





who has switched to Honda after being 
dumped by Aprilia as punishment for 
"stealing" teammate Tetsuya Harada's 
championship last year, had a down- 
beat start in Australia, where there was 
only one bike to be shared between him- 
self and Tohru Ukawa. Capirossi took 
the first two days on the hybrid devel- 
opment hack, with last year's notorious- 
ly sluggish motor in a new chassis, but 
failed to impress at 2.5 seconds off the 
pace, though Ukawa was a close third 
fastest on the same bike. 


Modenas has yet to name its second 
rider, to run alongside Jean-Michel 
Bayle, and announced that a young 
South African, Brett McLeod, will ride 
the bike at the Jerez tests. American 
failed bright hope Mike Hale tested for 
the team in Australia and Malaysia, and 
failed to impress, even though his brief 
was not to go for óut-and-out lap times. 
He was slower than Randy Mamola at 
both tracks. "We haven't decided yet, 
but we'd like to find a young rider who 
could develop along with the team, 
while Jean-Michel is the lead rider," said 
team manager Chuck Aksland. This is 
the final year of their three-year contract 
with Modenas, and “we really need to 
be chasing some results," he said. But 
the team was optimistic, with their pre- 
season test schedule already way in 
advance of their previous two troubled 
years. "We've got more power, and 
we've saved a lot of weight," he said. 
The bike now hits the scales at about 259 
pounds against the permitted minimum 
of 253, compared with about 279 
pounds at the last race of last year. "Best 
of all, we're looking at being ready for 
the start of the season and looking at 
making progress, rather than just 
putting out fires." 


The road race Grand Prix calendar 
seems to have settled at 16 rounds, with 
the "reserve" Portuguese GP scheduled 
for August 8 now considered a complete 
nonstarter. Good progress is reported 
on the new track at Welkom in South 
Africa, though the almost complete lack 
of regional infrastructure is a worry, as 
at Twin-Ring Motegi. And a new regime 
of control over the Brazilian track has 
promised that this time the track really 
will be resurfaced, with really suitable 
material, in really good time. 


NMA president Ron Henricksen has 
confirmed that racers who have mailed 
in entries for the NMA World Mini 
Grand Prix, scheduled for April 7-11 in 
Las Vegas, Nevada, will not have to 
post-enter at the track. Post-entries will 
be taken only on Wednesday, April 7, 
between 9 a.m. and 4 p.m. A typograph- 
ical error in the NMA advertisement in 
last week's Cycle News led to the misin- 
formation.

onship Series round scheduled for 
Woodstock, Georgia, on May 15th has 
been canceled.

Traditionalism goes out the window 
every season when it comes to emerging 
sports, and today’s athletes are reaching 
heights our predecessors never even 
dreamed of. It seems natural that motor- 
cycle riding, the world’s second extreme 
sport after bull riding, would continue 
its pattern of growth to embrace the lat- 
est generation of freestyle sport disci- 
plines. 

In the last two issues we have read 
comments from L. Greer describing the 
new “freak show that makes him 
embarrassed to be associated with the 
sport.” In turn, Rick Oestricher sprayed 
his dismay by highlighting the lack of 
professionalism of today’s freestyle 
motocross riders. In both cases, it was 
interesting to note that they referred to a 
recent "Fox Files" show that chronicled 
the "Crusty Demons of Dirt" videos and 
the new freeride phenomenon. Perhaps 
they should be reminded that Fox is the 
most notoriously sensationalist televi-

like "Jerry Springer" and "World's 
Scariest Police Chases." At least they 
have ignorance to fall back on and the 
televised media industry to blame. If 
history repeats itself, we predict the fol- 
lowing: 

The advent of the latest freestyle rid- 
ing apparel sales estimates which have 
permeated the winter sport, beach 
lifestyle, and outdoor-sport industries 
will continue to gain market share and 
floor space in both traditional and non- 
traditional motorcycle retailers. 

The enormous television exposure 
guaranteed freestyle events such as the

These facts, 
compounded by an increase in periodi- 
cal coverage, will substantially expand 
the enthusiasm for, and acceptance of, 
freestyle motocross athletes by tradi- 
tional motorcycle riders and spectators.

But are we as a whole freaks, unpro- 
fessional, and a detriment to the sport? 
In our opinion, absolutely not. If you go 
out to a ski hill these days, you may be 
surprised to find that snowboarders 
comprise upwards of 40 percent of tick- 
et holders, and virtually everybody is 
wearing snowboard-influenced cloth- 
ing. History does repeat itself. Some 
people eat the crust, others leave it. 
Don't like it, don't eat it.

On January 31, 1999, the deadline for 
entries, we eight riders listed below 
were told that our entries for the 
upcoming Daytona vintage races were 
not welcome, solely because we had list- 
ed Team Obsolete as a sponsor. Three of 
us (Johnny Kain, Lon McCroskey and 
Tupper Robinson) had already received 
written and verbal confirmation of our 
entries. These confirmations were 
returned with the notice “AHRMA 
chooses not to do business with Team 
Obsolete," hence, yoür entries are no 
longer valid. 

We were told that if we removed 
Team Obsolete as a sponsor, we would 
then be eligible to race again. We will 
not abandon our sponsor. Inquiries to 
Jeff Smith as to which rule we had vio- 
lated received no reply. In fact, no such 
rule exists in the AHRMA handbook. 
This is obviously unfair retaliation by 
Jeff Smith, who has had a well-known, 
ongoing personal vendetta against Team 
Obsolete owner Rob Iannucci for several 
years. Smith’s actions go beyond the 
boundaries of fairness. 

Imagine having worked all winter 
long on a race bike, making travel and 
accommodation arrangements, taking 
time off from work, etc., and then 
being told your Daytona entry that 
was once accepted is now rejected sole- 
ly because you acknowledged a spon- 
sor.

evin Windham became the fourth 
К different rider in six weeks to win 

a 250cc main event in the AMA 
U.S. Supercross Series, and he did it 
without leaving any question in any- 
one's mind as to who was the fastest 
rider on the track at Tampa's new Ray- 
mond James Stadium. 

The 20-lap main event quickly settled 
into a four-rider affair, with Windham 
pulling up the rear of that pack. Ahead 
of him were some of the series' fastest 
riders: defending champ Jeremy 
McGrath, three-time '99 series winner 
Ezra Lusk, and Ricky Carmichael. 
Windham had his work cut out for him. 

These four riders quickly broke away 
from the rest of the field on what was a 
very tricky, hard-packed and slick 
Tampa track. As 34,177 spectators 
looked on, Carmichael set the early 
pace; then, near the halfway point, both 
McGrath and Windham slipped past 
Lusk and set after the leader. A few laps 
after that, both McGrath and Windham 
charged past Carmichael in succession, 
setting the stage for a late-race 
McGrath/Windham duel for the win. 

MéÉGrath looked to be in control as he 
led Windham around the jump-filled 
track for six laps, but the champ just 
couldn't break free from the Honda 
rider. Then, with three laps to go, Wind- 
ham turned it up a notch and blitzed by 
McGrath, but McGrath quickly coun- 
tered and took the lead back. On the 
next lap, Windham tried to pass 
McGrath again in the exact same place, 
but this time he made the pass stick. 
Windham quickly put a few bike 
lengths on the champ as they weaved 
their way through lapped traffic, and 
Windham - on the Alley Semar-tuned 
factory Honda CR250 - held on to take a 
close, and one of the more exciting, wins 
of the "99 season. McGrath, who was 
one of the first on the scene to congratu- 
late his friend after the race, took second* 
on the Mazda/Chaparral/Yamaha 
YZ250. 

“It was a great race," Windham said. 
^We had a blast. I told McGrath, "Man, I 
know you really wanted to win, but that 
was fun no matter which way you look 
at it.’ He gave me five. It was just one of 
those nights when I was in the groove." 

“Kevin and I are friends," McGrath 
said. “Не doesn't ride dirty or anything. 
It was a good, fun race. We were 
screaming and hollering at each other all 
over the track and stuff. I wasn't trying 
to ride him in the bales, and he wasn't 
doing that to me - it was good. I'd rather 
win, of course, but it was all right." 

Windham’s first win of the season 
also came as a big relief to the Team 
Honda rider. Two weeks ago, at Seattle, 
he came from behind (much like he did 
at Tampa) and passed for the lead, only 
to run into the proverbial wall and fade 
back to eighth. But at Tampa there was 
no such wall. 

"] was just relaxed the whole race, 
the whole night," Windham said. "I 
didn't even think about winning. I just

wanted to go out and ride the best of my 
ability and have as much fun as I can." 

Lusk, meanwhile, rode his Team 
Honda CR250 across the finish line in 
third after putting a late-race pass on 
Carmichael, who was feeling the effects 
of not having raced for four weeks after 
getting hurt at the San Diego Super- 
cross, as well as nursing a new arm 
injury suffered during a midweek crash 
while practicing. 

Rounding out the top five but nearly 
half a lap down on the leaders was 
Team Yamaha's Jimmy Button, who put 
his thumper into third right off the start 
but just could not latch on to the lead 
group. 

Finishing right on Button's rear fend- 
er was Mike LaRocco on the Factory 
Connection/Jack in the Box/Honda 
CR250. The one-time series points leader 
gated poorly and rounded the first lap 
in 12th place, but LaRocco rode hard to 
salvage sixth. Team Honda's Mickael 
Pichon finished a distant seventh, while 
Yamaha's John Dowd, Suzuki's Larry 
Ward and Kawasaki's Damon Huffman 
rounded out the top 10. 

Chaparral/Yamaha's Steve Lamson 
could not do much with a midpack start 


and settled for 11th, while World Cham- . 


pion Sebastien Tortelli took the check- 
ered flag in 12th. Tortelli started off well, 
but the Team Honda rider crashed on 
the fourth lap, dropped back to 16th and 
had to work his way back up. West 
Coast 125cc rider Nathan Ramsey, on the 
SplitFire/Pro Circuit/Kawasaki KX250, 
scored an impressive 13th in what was 
his first ride in the 250cc class. Taking 
the checkered flag next was Great Lakes 
Aviation Honda rider Heath Voss, fol- 
lowed by Kawasaki Mexico's Pedro 
Gonzalez and then Yamaha privateer 
rider Billy Binckley, from Woodinville, 
Washington. The remaining four riders 
who started the main did not finish; they 
were Noleen Yamaha's Tim Ferry, 
Kawasaki's Jeff Emig, and Team Suzuki 
riders Robbie Reynard and Greg Alber- 
tyn. Ferry, a local favorite, pulled out of 
the race with a tweaked back, while 
Kawasaki's Jeff Emig was left high and 
dry with a busted rear axle while run- 
ning seventh. Reynard called it a night 
when he suffered a hard get-off while 
dicing with LaRocco, and Albertyn also 
threw in the towel after experiencing his 
fourth crash of the evening. 

Even though he did not win, 
McGrath extended his series points lead 
to eight over LaRocco, 123-115, while 
Lusk stays close in third with 110 points. 
Tampa winner Windham now sits in 
fourth with 84 points. 


HEATS 


Lusk breezed to victory in the first 
250cc heat race, but he first had to pass 
Yamaha rider Kenny Yoho, who took 
the holeshot, before running away from 
the pack. 

Behind Lusk, it was LaRocco and 
Reynard mixing it up over second place, 
until Reynard finally got around the 
Honda rider for good. Reynard then set 
out after Lusk but had no chance of 
catching the already long-gone Honda 
rider. 

LaRocco finished out the race in 
third, a safe distance ahead of Ramsey, 
who grabbed the final transfer spot. 





Finishing one spot out of a qualifying 
position in fifth was Emig, who battled 
with Dowd all race long. Other non- 
qualifiers included Tortelli, Carmichael 
and Albertyn, all of whom were 
involved in a first-lap crash. 

"It's real slick out there," heat-race 
winner Lusk said. "I was just trying to 
be cautious." 

McGrath came out and won the sec- 
ond heat race, but it wasn't easy. 

Ferry, who hails from Largo, Florida, 
jumped out to an early lead and was 
determined to pull off a win in front of 
his home crowd, but McGrath settled 
into the second-place position and start- 
ed picking on the Noleen Yamaha rider. 
McGrath made a couple of attempts to 
pass Ferry by diving to the inside of the 
turns and blocking his lines for the 
jumps, but Ferry maintained his lead 








and actually pulled out a small lead 
until stalling his bike in a turn. McGrath 
and Button rode around Ferry, while 
Windham, who got off to a sixth-place 
start, closed in. 

McGrath inched away from Button 
for the win, followed by Windham, who 
got around Ferry late in the race. Finish- 
ing one spot out of a transfer in fifth was 
Lamson, followed by Voss, Binckley, 
Brian Stone and Ward, who had crashed 
earlier in a whoop section. 

“1 was trying to get to the inside of 
Tim (Ferry),” McGrath said of his race. 
"The track is hard and really slick. If 
you don't use the right line, you're 
going to go on your head. You have to 
ride smart." 

Elsewhere in the pack, Damon Huff- 
man finished way back after running off 
the track while running fifth, and 








Pichon retired early to the pits when 
Ward landed on him over a jump and 
sheered off his right footpeg. 


SEMIS 


The first semi saw four different 
leaders, and when it was all over, it was 
Carmichael who was leading at the most 
important time - at the finish. 

Canadian Jean-Sebastien Roy led the 
first two laps before Albertyn got him 
and started pulling away. The Suzuki 
rider was way out in front when he 
crashed all alone. He came up short over 
the track's toughest triple jump and 
rode the front wheel for about 15 feet 
before finally finishing off the endo. It 
was a brutal crash, but Albertyn got 
right back up and continued on. Obvi- 
ously shaken up, however, Albertyn 
never got back up to speed, and he 
coasted back to the pits. 

Dowd inherited the lead when Alber- 
tyn crashed, but he had a fast-closing 
Carmichael to contend with. 

Carmichael, who had started the race 
in ninth, latched on to Dowd's rear 
fender on the last lap and passed him. 
Dowd tried coming back but came up 
just short, with Carmichael taking the 
win. Emig was a distant third, followed 
by Gonzalez and Tortelli. 

In the second semi, Pichon scored a 
wire-to-wire win, while Ward and Lam- 
son spent the whole race dicing back 
and forth for second. Lamson came out 
on top of that battle, with Ward taking 
third. Fourth went to Voss, while Lynn- 
wood Yamaha rider Binkley finished 
fifth, earning a trip to the main. 

Earlier in the race, on the first lap, 
Suzuki rider Phil Lawrence and Huff- 
man got together over a double jump 
and went down in a heap. Both riders 
were shaken up and limped back to the 
pits on their bikes. 

The last-chance qualifier included 
two factory riders: Huffman and Alber- 
tyn. When the gate dropped, Huffman 
powered his Kawasaki into the lead, 
while Albertyn was taken down by a 
couple of riders in the first turn. Alber- 
tyn got right back up, but he was nearly 
dead last. The former World champ did 
not give up and started a do-or-die 
charge to the front. He soon had control 
of fourth place and with two laps to go 
passed Suzuki rider Ryan Terlecki for 
third. Then all that stood between him 
and the main was Roy. Albertyn didn't 
waste any time and passed the Canadi- 
an just before taking the white flag, and, 
from there, he went on to finish second 
and grab the final transfer of the night. 


MAIN EVENT 


Carmichael powered his Chad Watts- 
tuned KX250 into the lead at the start of 
the main event, followed by Lusk, But- 
ton, McGrath, Windham, Emig, Tortelli 
and Pichon. 

On the second lap, McGrath 
launched his Yamaha around. Button's 
thumper, as did Windham a lap later, 
and then the top four riders detached 
themselves from the rest of the pack and 
took off. 

For the next seven laps, Carmichael, 
Lusk, McGrath and Windham rode 
around in single file, seemingly study- 
ing each other's lines for future attacks. 
McGrath was the first to make a move, 
as he made a clean pass on Lusk on the 
ninth lap. Not wanting to let McGrath 
get away, Windham immediately 
responded by also getting around his 
teammate. At this point, Windham was 
approximately three seconds behind 
McGrath, who continued the charge that 
carried him up to Carmichael. At one 
point, Carmichael had carved out a 
small lead, but that was now gone. 
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On the 12th lap, McGrath made his 
move: He cut to the inside of 
Carmichael and pushed him out wide in 
a slick bowl turn. A few turns later, 
Windham slipped past Carmichael as 
well. 

It was now a two-man dogfight, as 
McGrath and Windham pulled clear of 
Carmichael and Lusk. Windham, who 
had reeled in the new leader, seemed to 
be taking his time and sizing up 
McGrath. 

^] caught him," Windham said, "and 
I thought, "Let's just hang out here.’ I 
knew I had time. It's a big confidence to 
be behind him (McGrath) and stay with 
him. I came from probably three or four 
seconds back, so it was really, really 
good for me in the mind. I was glad to 
be behind him, to be able to watch what 
he was doing." 

The Honda rider finally made his 
move on the 16th lap, pulling alongside 
McGrath's Yamaha through a rhythm 
section and passing him through the fol- 
lowing turn, but McGrath got a better 
drive down the next straight and took 
the lead back. On the next lap, Wind- 
ham tried the pass again in the exact 
same spot, and this time he was success- 
ful. 

“Т didn't really know who was in sec- 
ond until he (Windham) passed me," 
McGrath said. "I wasn't looking at my 
pit board 'cause he was so close. I was 
surprised, because I thought it was Lusk 
or Carmichael." 

Once into to the lead, Windham 
opened up a small cushion, got through 
some lapped traffic cleanly and held on 
for the win. McGrath took second and 
immediately gave Windham a pat on 
the back. 

"It's unbelievable,” Windham said of 
his win. "I mean, I've done Рай this year. 
I've had some bad races. Last year was 
the same deal, but I came around. 
Everybody at some point gets that little 
boost to get them over the top; hopeful-

ly this is it for me. Next week I'm going 
in with the same attitude." 

“I'm happy for Kevin," McGrath 
said. "He's been having some problems, 
so I'm glad to see him do well. But, for 
me, I started getting squirrelly in the 
whoops - that was my downfall. I didn't 
get tired or anything, but the way the 
track was, anything could happen so 
fast. I thought it was best to be safe than 
sorry. He had nothing to lose, and I had 
a lot to lose." 

Elsewhere in the race, Carmichael 
struggled with his endurance and sore 
arm to finish fourth, behind Lusk, who 
rode a strong and smart race. 

“I was making a few mistakes,” Lusk 
admitted. “With the track being the way 
it was, I felt I better back it down and 
finish on the podium. I’m happy with 
that.” 

Button finished well back in fifth 
and had a pesky LaRocco to deal with 
during the last five laps, but the Yama- 
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ha rider held his ground and fought 
back. ү 

Tortelli worked his way up to sev- 
enth after crashing, while Dowd, who 
gated 10th, grabbed eighth, just ahead of 
Ward. Huffman rounded out the top 10. 

As mentioned, many riders failed to 
finish the race, including former SX 
champ Emig, who found himself strand- 
ed on the side of the track with a broken 
axle. Emig, however, played cheerleader 
for his teammate Carmichael, who was 
leading at the time. 

After suffering his fourth crash of the 
night while running well back in the 
pack, Albertyn parked his Suzuki and 
spectated for the rest of the race. 

“Tonight did not go well, but I’m 
thankful to be in one piece,” he said. 

Reynard also parked his Suzuki next 
to Albertyn's after crashing hard while 
dicing with LaRocco in 12th. 

"I was going into the whoops and I 
hit his front tire," Reynard said. "I hit 














my stomach so hard, it knocked the 
wind out of me, and I started throwing 
up right there on the side of the track." 
Also posting a DNF was Ferry, who 
pulled off the track after injuring his 
back on the 12th lap. см

ix-time Loretta Lynn's AMA Ama- 

teur National Champion Ernesto 

Fonseca made his professional 
debut a memorable one, as he became (it 
is believed) the first rider ever to win a 
125cc AMA Supercross in his first 
attempt. The Yamaha of Troy team rider 
from Costa Rica came to Tampa for the 
opening round of the Eastern Regional 
125cc Supercross Series and simply won 
everything in sight. Fonseca, a National 
Champion in his home country, won his 
preliminary heat (which qualified him 
for the event's program), and then he 
proceeded to win his heat race, which 
seeded him in the night's 15-lap final. In 
the feature, Fonseca settled into second 
place, took his time, stalked leader (and 
teammate) Stephane Roncada, passed 
him and rode off with his first major 
AMA supercross win. 2 

Fonseca, who rode a smooth, calcu- 
lated and patient race, was somewhat 
modest regarding his win, seemingly 
accepting it as if it was his 10th victory, 
not his first. 

"I'm happy," said a rather calm Fon- 
seca. "I've been riding as much as could 
lately, so I'm just real happy. I have to 
take the next race as another race and 
try my best. I just took my time out

Wey pocketed $500 
for nabbing the holeshot in the 125cc main, and Carmichael received 
$1000 for doing the same in the 250cc main. Wey ended up fifth in the 
125 main and Carmichael finished fourth in the 250cc. main. 











Sellards inherited the lead with a siz- 
able advantage and went on to win the 
race over McCormick, Suzuki's Jiri 
Dostal, FMF/Honda's Danny Smith, Hor- 
ton, and F&S Suzuki's Matt Shue. 

One notable rider who failed to qualify 
was Roncada, who was involved in a first- 
lap get-together with a couple of other rid- 
ers. Roncada got the worst of it as he 
limped off the track with a jammed ankle. 

Local favorite Paul Currie, on the F&S 
Suzuki, went down a couple of times, 
once while he was running ninth - in the 
final transfer spot - and as a result he was 
forced to ride a semi. 

Just like Burkhart, Fonseca came out in 
the second heat race and opened up a big 
lead, but, unlike Burhart, he kept it on 
two wheels and motored on to a seeming- 
ly easy win. The Costa Rican took the 
checkered flag well ahead of the second- 
place finisher, Excel. Motorsports' Josh 
DeMuth, and Duff. Kames Sports' Mike 
Katin finished fourth, followed by Team 
Mex Cal/Stiffie's Shaun Perolio and 
RRP/Montgomeryville Cycle’s Ty Wal- 
lace. 

German rider Marco Dorsch-Dieffen 
qualified for his first main in his first 
attempt, finishing seventh. 

Jason Thomas jumped out to an early 
lead in the LCQ and ran off with the win, 
but there was plenty of action that went 
on behind him. Roncada, back on the 
track after injuring his ankle in his heat 
race, came from way back to finish sec- 
ond, while KTM rider Kelly Smith took 
third. 

The final transfer wasn't decided until 
the last lap, when Vohland, who had a 
horrible start, slowly worked his way to 
the front. He eventually slid into fourth - 
though not without the help of a couple 
of other riders crashing - and he took the 
final transfer. 


MAIN 

Wey powered his SplitFire/Pro Cir- 
cuit/Kawasaki KX125 into the lead at the 
start of the 125cc main but was swal- 
lowed up by the two Yamaha of Troy rid- 
ers, Roncada and Fonseca. Wey came 
around the first lap in third, followed by 
FMF/Honda's Danny Smith (who ended 
up crashing on the first lap), Horton, 
Dostal, Sellards, McCormick, Thomas 
and Vohland. 

As the race progressed, Roncada and 
Fonseca slowly inched away from third- 
placed Wey, and then Roncada stretched 
out his lead over Fonseca by a few bike 
lengths. 

While the two Yamaha of Troy riders 
coasted out in front, the focus of attention 
quickly shifted to Vohland and Sellards, 


who were fired up and working their 
way up through the pack. Pretty soon, a 
four-rider battle developed involving 
Wey, Horton, Vohland and Sellards. Both 
Vohland and Sellards fought their way 
around Horton; then Wey bobbled and 
nearly came off his motorcycle, allowing 
Vohland, Sellards and Horton to all ride 
past him. Then it was Vohland's turn to 
bail 

The FMF/Honda rider came up short 
over a double and bit the dirt, dropping 
back to sixth. With Vohland going down, 
Sellards inherited third, but Horton was 
still on his rear fender. 

Meanwhile, up front, things started 
getting closer, as the smooth Fonseca 
closed in on the struggling Roncada. On 
the 12th lap, with lapped traffic all 
around, Roncada played it safe dou- 
bled through à triple-jump section. Fonse- 
ca, however, saw his chance and 
launched his Yamaha over everyone and 
landed in the le 

From there, Fonseca gradually pulled 
away from Roncada, taking the win with 
approximately two seconds to spare. Sell- 
ards eventually broke free of Horton for a 
lonely third, while Wey soloed across the 
line in fifth. 

“I don't remember it; I was just really 
focused," Fonseca said of his risky pass 
on Roncada, but it eventually came bac 
to him. "I knew there was lapped traffic, 
and I just went for the triple. I tried to 
pull away after that. " 

^| felt really smtrong at the halfway 
point," Fonseca added. "I knew Stephane 
was hurt, but he's a really good rider." 

Fonseca wrapped things up by thank- 
ing his West Coast teammate Casey John- 
son, who broke his arm at the previous 
race at Anaheim. 

"| have to thank Johnson, becau 
we've been riding together and he' 
helped me out a lot." см

peed freaks, get down on your knees (one puck at a time, naturally) and 

start praying in the cathedral of speed: You have a new higher being. 

Suzuki's GSX1300R Hayabusa is fast. We know this from spending the 
day riding it on the world-class Circuit de Catalunya and its over-half-mile- 
long front straight, as well as ripping along the motorway the next day at 
better than an indicated 300 kilometers per hour. 

And while the top-speed possibilities for a motorcycle with a claimed 
172.6 hp and a shape sculpted for maximum aerodynamic efficiency are 
enticing, the speedometer is no way to go about gathering data, especially on 
that end of the speed scale. What we feel fairly certain of, however, is that we 
have never ridden a street bike that pulls through the upper gears quite like 
the GSX1300R. The acceleration is mind-boggling - the Hayabusa spins 
through fifth like most bikes go through third. 

All this power coupled with the fact that we were riding on stock tires 
should have made our time at the track a highside-o-rama. Not that we 
didn’t try, mind you, but the power delivery is nicely progressive as the revs 
build and there is little to get you in trouble except your own overexuber- 
ance, of which we've got plenty. Still, it's best to stuff it in deep, get it 
stopped, get it completely turned, and then pull the trigger. 

АП this motive force comes from a big lump of motor, a 1298cc in-line 
four based in principal on the design of the GSX-R750's powerplant. As such, 
the cam chain is found on the right side of the engine, reducing bore pitch 
and helping to keep the intake ports as straight as possible. Four oil-cooled 
forged-aluminum pistons slide through their 63mm stroke in 81mm, SCEM- 
plated aluminum bores, pushing and pulling combustion gases through very 
big, shim-under-bucket-actuated valves (33mm in, 27.5 out) set at a narrow 
included angle of 28 degrees. The compression ratio is 11.0:1. Internal friction 
was reduced by eliminating a crankshaft journal (the 1300R has five instead 
of the GSX-R1100's six), which also helps make the crank stiffer, as does the 
larger journal diameter (40mm vs. 36mm). All the better to stand up to the 
hefty twisting forces. 

An important addition to the 1300R's powerplant is the gear-driven coun- 
terbalancer, allowing rigid mounting of the powerplant in the twin-spar alu- 
minum frame (a frame 15 percent more rigid than the GSX-R750's) without 
excessive vibration spoiling the ride. Still, you do get mild high-frequency 
vibes through the bars and pegs, despite t the b big rubber loaves on the pegs 
and the rubber-isolated bars.

The electronic fuel-injection - featur- 
ing 46mm throttle bodies - and engine- 
management systems are based on those 
of the GSX-R750 and TL models, but are 
slightly more complicated in that they 
use a more frequently updating eight- 
pole crankshaft trigger (the other models 
use four poles). The electronic control 
module does a lot of work, monitoring 
engine speed, vehicle speed, atmospher- 
ic pressure, throttle position, camshaft 
position and more. Using this informa- 
tion, it controls injection for each cylin- 
der's optimum performance - indepen- 
dently and sequentially - based on eight 
maps, then fine-tunes itself with infor- 
mation from the battery of sensors. Of 
the eight maps for each cylinder, four are 
for use in the low-rpm mode and four in 
the high-rpm mode. Similarly, the igni- 
tion has many maps, one for the two 
outer cylinders and another for the two 
inner ones, as well as distinct maps for 
each gear. Should there be a malfunc- 
tion, the LCD on the instrument cluster 
that is usually a clock will say "FI" and 





an LED to the right will flash or remain 
on. Then, by connecting a service check 
switch to the wiring harness, the LCD 
will display a code that indicates which 
component malfunctioned. 

In any case, there's a lot happening to 
ensure smooth running and efficient 
power production, and the long and 
short of it is that the engine ran without 
fault from letting out the clutch in first 
gear to near top speed, save for some 
abruptness when getting back on the 
throttle after slowing for a corner, partic- 
ularly noticeable on the street portion of 
our ride. 

Otherwise, the Hayabusa just makes 
power, lots and lots of power. Suzuki 
tells us that in addition to the fact that 
there are 172.6 ponies (at 9800 rpm) on 
tap at the countershaft, the Hayabusa 
(it's a Japanese peregrine falcon that 
hunts small animals and other birds. 
Hunts other birds... Get it?) puts out tire- 
smoking 102 ft.-Ibs. of twist at 7000 rpm. 

АП this power and our Euro-spec test 
bikes were equipped with both air injec- 











tion and catalytic converters, though 
bikes coming to the States won't have 
the converters, just the air pump. 

It seemed odd that Suzuki chose to 
introduce such a clearly street-oriented 
bike on the race track, and on the stock 
Bridgestones, no less. But the goal was 
to produce a machine not only capable 
of extremely high speed, but one that 
also had a "strong sportbike character." 
So it was hello, Catalunya. It was no 
mistake, however, that such a fast track 
was chosen, and one with a front 
straightaway that is a little over six- 
tenths of a mile long, with a pretty fast 
right-hander that sets up your speed run 
nicely. 

The first thing you notice leaving the 
pit area is the clutch. Under normal 
loads it is quite nice, but lay on the juice 
for a hard launch and it becomes diffi- 
cult to manage. The 150mm, 10-friction- 
plate clutch was designed with a back- 
torque limiter (often called a slipper 
clutch) that partially disengages itself on 
overrun to keep the rear wheel from 
hopping when downshifting and brak- 
ing for a corner. But this one also works 
in the opposite direction, squeezing the 
plates tighter under heavy acceleration 
loads, allowing the use of lighter clutch 
springs, which in turn decreases effort 
at the lever (25 percent less effort, 
according to Suzuki). Unfortunately, 
this made for unpredictable behavior on 
hard launches, as the clutch lays on a bit 
more squeeze than your left hand 
ordered, then revs drop as the clutch 
grabs, the wheel comes up, you act to 
compensate by pulling the lever in, the 
wheel goes down, the revs go up, you 
let the lever back out, the clutch grabs... 
and so it goes. The slipper part of the 
equation, however, was very nice 
indeed as you banged your downshifts, 
hard on the brakes setting up for the 
forthcoming corner with no rear-wheel 
hop whatsoever to spoil your entrance. 

And the rear-wheel does get light, 
thanks to these brakes. The six-piston 
calipers feature aluminum pistons that 
clamp on 320mm rotors. Lap after lap of 
hauling in a 546-pound (wet, full gas) 
motorcycle - with 205 pounds of rider in 
the saddle to boot - from a real 165 mph 
on the front straight pretty much left 
them unfazed. The lever was a little soft 





and inconsistent under this stress, but 
outright power never suffered. 

Chassis stability was also quite good 
under braking, though the 43mm, fully 
adjustable inverted fork had some trou- 
ble dealing with the ripples in the tar- 
mac made by car races at the circuit, not 
tracking over the bumps as well as we 
would have liked. The problem was par- 
tially alleviated with the addition of 
spring preload and more rebound 
damping, changes we had originally 
made to help the bike hold its line better 
in bumpy corners. 

Other than this, there is little to com- 
plain about with regard to suspension, 
and we wouldn't expect anything less 
from the makers of the GSX-R. You defi- 
nitely feel the mass of the Hayabusa as 
you turn your first laps aboard it, 
though the impression of size diminish- 
es with time. Still, this is a bike you lay 
smoothly into corners, trying your best 
not to be abrupt. The chassis geometry 
is pretty aggressive - 24.2 degrees of 
rake and 98mm - making turn-in 
admirably quick. With all this power on 
tap, corner exits were best executed with 
judicious use of the throttle served up 
only with the bike riding on the fatter 
portion of the rear tire. The front end 
invariably got light - even with the 
longish 58.5-inch wheelbase - but thanks 
likely to the steering damper hidden 
beneath the fairing, headshake wasn't 
an issue. Ground clearance, however, 
was an issue at the track, with first the 
peg feelers touching down, then fairing 
lowers. For the really fast guys, even the 
left-side engine cover found the earth. 
But these were some extreme lean 
angles, and on the street ride the follow- 
ing day - a beautifully twisty and 
smooth ribbon of tarmac joining Lloret 
de Mar and Tossa de Mar on the 
Mediterranean Costa Brava - a solid 
streetgoing pace saw nothing touch 
down. 

Indeed the handling was inspiring on 
the road ride. The torquey engine meant 
you could leave the shifter alone and con- 
centrate on turning what is really a very 
big-feeling but nimble motorcycle. The 
front end dished up lots of confidence 
about its relationship with the road and 
encouraged you to pick up the pace. 

But the real rush came on the open

road, where we could seek the edge of 
the envelope and explore what this 
piece of corporate egomania was capa- 
ble of. It is capable of a lot. Disregarding 
the overoptimistic speedometer read- 
ings (one rider said he saw 325 kph, or 
201.5 mph, on the clock), based on gear- 
ing, our bike went at least 183 mph, or 
redlined in fifth gear. And there is a 
gear to go, which the bike seems able to 
pull. АП this on a public road with hills 
and big, arcing turns, breezes blowing, 
our big jackets flapping in the wind, rid- 
ing not quite fully tucked just so we 
could see a little better - all the things 
that aren't controlled two-way passes at 
a radar gun on straight, flat road with a 
rider in leathers and fully tucked in. We 
can't wait to get a test bike... 

Stability at these super speeds was 
impressive, even through the turns, 
which unless you are going that fast 
wouldn't seem like turns at all. 

There were a lot of questions asked 
about the shape of the Hayabusa 
GSX1300R when it was first shown to 
the public at last year's Intermot Show 
in Munich. Like, “What's that bike been 
eating?" and "That swelling is terrible, 
did somebody kick its ass?" But most 
often, it seemed, people just wanted to 
know, "What was Suzuki thinking?" 

Suzuki was thinking about going 
fast. Very, very fast. : 

For at the very beginning there were 
certain hard points established in the 
wind tunnel that set the course for the 
shape that you see here on these pages, 
the shape you will see on the road - 
albeit briefly, if you don't happen to be 
riding one also. And while aerodynam- 
ics are slightly less interesting than tire- 
shredding, scenery-warping horsepow- 
er, the story of slicing through the 
atmosphere with the least resistance and 
disturbance is actually more significant 
to the Hayabusa's top speed than its 
ability to smash your eyeballs with 
acceleration. 

First, it is useful to point out, as 
Suzuki did, that the motorcycle is less 
than ideal in terms of trying to establish 
a clean aerodynamic profile - there are 
too many voids, not the least of which 
are the ones between the rider and 
machine. To minimize these voids, the 
shape of the GSX1300R was manipulat- 








ed "in millimeter increments," says 
Suzuki, to the point at which maximum 
efficiency could be practically main- 
tained in balance with rider comfort. 
The sloping, humplike tailsection we 
first saw on the GSX-R750 is therefore 
exaggerated to try to finish off the arc- 
ing line started with the fairing and 
windscreen and continued by the rider's 
helmet and back. The handlebars and 
footpegs, too, were placed in such a way 
as to keep the protrusion of the rider's 
body parts into the slipstream to a mini- 
mum, but with the same eye toward his 
comfort. 

The unusual shape of the headlight 
cluster (projector high beam on the bot- 
tom, H7 low beam on top) is a result of 
the desire to place the SRAD ram-air 
intakes as close to the centerline as pos- 
sible, and hence nearest the area of 
greatest pressure. While the sleekest 
shape would be obtained by mounting 
the turn signals flush with the fairing 
sides, they protrude, both to make them 
more visible and to act as air scoops for 
the ram-air intakes. Even the mirrors 
were shaped with speed in mind. 

The air outlets for the more efficient 
radiator and oil cooler were made as 
narrow as possible and placed as close 
to the leading edge of the fairing as 
practical, and the front fender slopes 
well down on the front wheel, as well as 
covering the fork tubes. Even under the 
protruding nose, a cover was placed to 
help reduce lift generated by the long, 
sloping nose. 

In practical terms, the speeds we 
attained were indeed very high and pro- 
tection from the fairing both fully 
tucked on the race track and during 
some of the more normal speeds on our 
street ride was quite good. There is even 
a decent amount of storage under the 
rear cowling. 

The end of the trip was marked by 
simple disbelief. Disbelief that a street 
motorcycle running on pump gas is 
capable of such performance, and disbe- 
lief that we actually sampled it in traffic, 
steel guardrails flying past at better than 
180 mph, our helmet's chinbar smashed 
against our faces. Disbelief that for 
$10,499, you can walk into a Suzuki 
dealership sometime in March and buy 
this motorcycle. Amazing. см

Harder 
than it looks

very rider in the field knows what 

it takes to win the Daytona 200, 

but only Scott Russell puts that 
knowledge to good use. 

The only five-time winner, and a 
two-time runner-up, Russell's approach 
is one of common sense, centering on 
tire conservation and setting the 
machine up so that it's easy to ride and 
properly balanced for the transition onto 
the fast sections of the 3.57-mile Day- 
tona International Speedway. It is, of 
course, much harder than it sounds, and 
there's more to it than that. 

What does it take to win the Daytona 
200? à 

"That's a question Scott Russell can 
answer more than anybody," veteran 
Steve Crevier said. "I don't want to go 
around giving too many riders much 
praise, but the boy's pretty good here." 

The factors that go into winning are 

umerable. Here are just a few: 


STRATEGY 

“I think the key is just to try to stay 
cool and go out there and wait for the 
last maybe 20 laps and have your race 
program going on," 1996 winner Miguel 
DuHamel said. 

DuHamel was running at the front 
with Russell last year when he crashed 
in the chicane early on. 

"Last year Scott (Russell) took me by 
surprise, and that was the first time," he 
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said. "His bike was really fast, and I 
don't know how they can make the 
Yamaha that fast after so many years. 
It's slow everywhere else, but I’m not 
going to go there more than that. I 
thought maybe I'd just mess with his 
mind and try to break from him a bit 
and push it real hard. I was really good 
going through the chicane the whole 
week, really braking deep. Same thing 
for my 600, maybe a little bit deeper. 
And that time I went.in there and for 
some reason I just got in there a little too 
hot. The tires were a little worn and 
stuff like that. Basically, the biggest 
problem of my crash there is that I made 
a mistake." 


SPEED 


What Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat 
Mladin thinks you need most to win 
Daytona is "a fast motorcycle. If you've 
got one, then it makes everything else a 
lot easier. You don't have to worry 
about going stupid in the infield, 
because you're going to make up for it 
around here. And to do 200 miles, if 
you've got power on everyone down the 
straights, then it's going to make it a hell 
of a lot easier come the end of the race. 
The tires are going to be better, every- 
thing's going to be better." 

Mladin finished fourth last year, even 
though he was fast through the infield. 
During the Dunlop tire tests in August 
of 1998, Mladin's team was doing split 
times for him and Ben Bostrom, then on 
the American Honda RC45. 

"On that banking over there (the West 
Banking), from the time we hit the top of 
the banking to the time we got on the 
brakes for the chicane, he had four-tenths 
of a second on me," Mladin explained. 
"And from the time we hit the top of the 
banking up there (exiting the chicane) to 
the start-finish line, he had six-tenths of 
second, so there's one second on the 
banking. There's nothing I can do about 
that. All I can do is tuck in. On the infield 
we had two-tenths on him, and then 
through the chicane we had three-tenths 
on him, so he ended up half a second 
quicker than us. The bike seems pretty 
fast this weekend (during the December, 
1998 tire test), which is strange because 
nothing's different in the engine at all - 
compared to what we had at the race. 
Why it's like that, I couldn't tell you. I 
think come March, if we can get the (fuel) 
injection working and stuff, we're just 
going to have a bit more acceleration; it 
should be able to pull us up there a bit 
more and get the momentum going." 


TIRES 


"Last year at the start of the race, we 
kind of had a funny rear tire; then the

“I think if there's any place on the circuit that you're going 


t would appear that two schools of thought have emerged 
г: the past few years regarding the Daytona Short Track, 

with both sides offering compelling arguments to justify 
their philosophy as the right one. 

Take the race itself. There are those, like Will Davis, who hold 
the event sacred. Upon winning the 1996 edition of the event, the 
overjoyed North Carolinian proclaimed his feelings about the 
event. 

“Daytona is all I've ever wanted to win...” Davis said after 
winning the event. “Growin’ up in my house, Daytona is all I 
ever heard about from my dad." 

Of course, the other camp, including nine-time AMA Grand 
National Series Champion and - yes - 1998 Daytona Short Track 
winner Scott Parker, don't think quite as much of the quarter- 
mile at Larry Kelly Field. 

“Daytona doesn't mean that much to the championship," 
Parker has been heard to say. "Sure, it would be great to win it, 
but if Daytona was that important, then the guy who won Day- 
tona would be the guy who won the championship." 

Need another example? Let's jump from the significance of 
the race to the significance of the racer. 

“People say that this place is a crap shoot," said 1997 winner 
Terry Poovey while standing atop a Grand National victory 
podium for the first time in 10 years. "I don't believe that. 


to find a first-time winner, then it's going to be at Daytona," 
Carr said. "You look at guys like Terry Poovey and Will Davis; 
they're two of the best short trackers ever, and they've only got 
one win each there. Rich King is a really good short tracker, 
and he's never won there." 

The truth is that they are all correct. The Daytona Short Track 
is the most important 25 meaningless laps in dirt track racing. It 
is the only dirt track event on the circuit that pits the cream of 
the crop of short trackers against young hopefuls, shoulda- 
beens and never-weres and gives all of them a truly equal 
chance of winning. Top riders such as Corbin Racing's Rich 
King go against young hotshots such as Coziahr Harley-David- 


'son's Johnny Murphree. Former winners such as Carr, Poovey, 


Davis and Parker battle tooth and nail with longshots such as 
John Nickens Ш, Paul Iwanaga or Dan Butler. You will find 
capable riders such as Mike Hacker and Kenny Coolbeth, who 
haven't won anything, mixing it up with Jay Springsteen, who 
hasn't won anything in a while. 

What it all comes down to is that the Daytona Short Track is 
an enigma, wrapped in a mystery, surrounded by a riddle, and 
the only way to be sure of who will win in 1999 is wait until the 
checkered flag falls. 

Your guess is as good as ours.

next two were pretty good," recalls last 
year's runner-up, Muzzy Kawasaki's 
Doug Chandler. "What we gave him 
(Russell) at the start was too much to 
make up. I closed up a bit, but it was 
kind of bad luck as far as not having 
three good ones. I had to accept it. We 
beat everyone we really needed to beat 
and got out of there with acceptable 
points." 

Mladin says that tire management 
isn't "a problem anymore; unless you 
just totally, absolutely fry the tire, it's 
really not a problem. I’m not too bad on 
tires like I was a couple of years ago. I 
rarely spin the rear tire now. I try very 
hard not to spin. As soon as I feel it 
coming out a little bit, I try to compen- 
sate for it. I don't just let it hang and just 
burn it anymore, like a lot of people do. 
I try not to do that - you're just not 
going forward, you're going sideways." 

Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony 
Gobert, who ran into overheating prob- 
lems on his way to eighth last year, dis- 
agrees. 

“Yeah, you have to manage them 
quite a bit," the Australian said. "They 
only last like two laps with grip and 
then after that it's just sideways every- 
where. So you've got to be careful not to 
give it too much throttle. You've just got 
to keep it at a constant spin and not real- 
ly burn it." 





Aaron Yates, who rode the Yoshimu- 
ra Suzuki last year, will be on a Muzzy 
Kawasaki this time around. 

"The Suzuki - we always suffered a 
bit with traction, and you know how 
Daytona is, and it just makes it that 
much worse," Yates said. "I'm really 
happy where I'm at now. It (the ZX-7) 
has been there. Just riding it, I can see 
why." 


SETUP 


According to Chandler, you need to 
"have a bike set up where you can keep 
your lap times relatively the same from 
your out lap to your last one. A lot of 
guys, when the tires are good, they can 
go okay for five or six laps, but once the 
tires drop off it's hard to do the lap 
times. What I try to work on is consis- 
tent lap times. In 1997 I wasn't comfort- 
able running Russell's pace." 

Ben Bostrom, who rode the American 
Honda RC45 last year but moves to the 
Vance & Hines Ducati for 1999, says that 
he likes ^to get through the chicane 
pretty quick, and I like it to steer. At 
Daytona, it's really easy to crash on the 
front end. As long as my bike steers, it 
suspends in the chicane - that's all you 
can do. And it can't wobble on the bank- 
ing. 
The first time out on the Ducati dur- 
ing the winter tire tests, Bostrom 








remembers that he "couldn't even go 
half-throttle around the banking or 
down the straightaway, the thing would 
wobble so bad. It was crazy.” 

Working with Ohlin’s Jon Cornwell, 
Bostrom beat the problem. 

Mladin said that he was having trou- 
ble getting out of the chicane and onto 
the East Banking and “with initial grip 
in the slower corners. So coming out of 
the horseshoes, especially, we're strug- 
gling with - as soon as you touch the 
throttle, it’s not a confident feeling 
there; it’s a bit wavy. You’re sort of com- 
pensating for it, so I’m squaring all the 
corners off, just trying to get in and turn 
it and get out. That’s not a good way to 
be going, especially in a long race like 
this. You just try to keep as much flow 
as possible here.” 

Gobert says he tries to set his Ducati 
up for the climbs onto the banking. 

“On the Kawasaki, it used to be real- 
ly bad,” Gobert said. “You could never 
get on the banking. Especially as soon as 
the tire wore down, it would just spin. 
The Ducati does it a bit - not as bad, 
luckily. But that’s the main thing: just 
trying to make the thing keep going for- 
ward instead of washing off speed when 
it’s sort of wallowing.” 

DuHamel agrees with the others. 

“I would think the most important 
place would be getting on the banking, 
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coming out of the chicane and coming 
out of the infield to the banking, because 
how much speed you carry through 
those sections will determine how much 
speed you've got at the end of the front 
straight," DuHamel said. 

For Muzzy Kawasaki's Yates, the 
bike should be set up so that it "doesn't 
burn the tires and you're not spinning 
too much. That's what I’m working on. 
Trying to get the bike to do what I want 
it to do without spinning and sliding too 
much to where you can run 51s the 
whole 19 laps between pit stops. If you 
can do that, I think you can be right 
there, it looks like. I'd say it's three 
sprint races with a drink of water 
between each. If you're racing to win, 
that's what you've got to do." 


PIT STOPS 

Pit stops killed Harley-Davidson's 
Pascal Picotte last year. The French 
Canadian veteran was running near the 
front when a series of pit miscues ended 
his race. DuHamel says you need to "do 
good pit stops, which our team pretty 
much guarantees that we'll be able to 
do." 

Every rider echoed DuHamel's com- 
ments. And the Japanese factory teams 
bring the quick-release equipment and 
air jacks they use at the Suzuka 8 
Hours. 


TRAFFIC 


Within a few laps, the front of the 
field is carving through the back of the 
field and the speed differential makes 
passing perilous. 

"Hopefully, when you're out on the 
track, you don't have any accidents or 
really getting held up by slower guys," 
Chandler says. 

Catching backmarkers in the wrong 
place, like entering the chicane, can cost 
precious time. 


SPEED 


"I'm really happy," DuHamel said of 
the power of the Honda RC45s during 
the December tire tests.

Daytona Supercross 


T nlike the road racing and dirt track series that are just get- 








ting under way at Daytona, when the AMA U.S. Super- 

cross Series rolls into Daytona International Speedway, the 
series will already be eight races old - the bikes will be dialed in, 
the riders will be loose and warmed up, and their riding skills will 
be sharp. Throw in what will - at that time - most likely be a well- 
defined points race on what is undoubtedly one of the toughest 
tracks on the 16-race supercross circuit and you have the ingredi- 
ents for one hell of a race. 

Having been around since 1971, the Daytona Supercross is one 
of the oldest supercross races on the schedule and is still consid- 
ered by most of the riders to be one of the best. Riders generally 
like the race for its challenging track, which features higher-than- 
usual speeds (for a supercross), numerous obstacles, and loamy 
dirt. And since there is no roof over the Speedway's infield, 
Mother Nature can play an interesting role if she so desires. In 
1987, Rick Ryan became the first and only true privateer to win 
an AMA Supercross Series main event on what was a wet, rainy 
and muddy day in centrallorida. 

The Daytona Supercross is also unique in that 30 riders, instead 
of the usual 20, are accepted into the main, and the race generally 
runs approximately 10 minutes longer, so being in shape does become more of a factor. 

Many famous motocrossers have won the Daytona Supercross, including five-time 500cc MX World Champion Roger 
DeCoster, Jimmy Weinert, Marty Tripes, Bob Hannah, Rex Staten, David Bailey, Rick Johnson, Jeff Emig and Jeremy 
McGrath, to name a few. Others, however, have been dubbed "King of Daytona" for their dominance of the track. The king 
of all kings, of course, is Jeff Stanton, who won the Daytona Supercross four times in a row (1989-92), and then there's Mike 
Kiedrowski, who won the race three times in a row (1993-95). 

This year, defending supercross champion Jeremy McGrath, on the Mazda /Chaparral/Yamaha YZ250, will be shooting for 
his second straight win and the third win of his career at the famed facility, but there are a number of riders out there who can 
realistically prevent that from happening. The first who comes to mind is Team Honda's Ezra Lusk, who has already pocketed 
a handful of wins this season, and there is his teammate Sebastien Tortelli. Even though Tortelli has gotten off to a slow start 
this season, the 1998 250cc World MX Champion should do well on the more “outdoor” styled Daytona track. Team Kawasaki's 
Jeff Emig, another rider who is struggling early on, usually does well at Daytona - slump or no slump. He won the event in 
1997. Other potential winners include Suzuki's Larry Ward, Robbie Reynard, and Greg Albertyn, Kawasaki's Ricky Carmichael 
and Damon Huffman, Team Yamaha's John Dowd and Jimmy Button, Honda's Michael Pichon and Kevin Windham, and 
Chaparral Yamaha's Steve Lamson. 

And then there's veteran Mike LaRocco. The Factory Connection/Jack in the Box/Honda CR250 rider has yet to win at Day- 
tona, but LaRocco's riding style fits this race to a tee. He likes the Florida loam, the deep ruts that usually form in the turns, the 
high speeds, the overall physical challenge that this tracks presents, and the longer-than-usual duration of the race. When it comes 
to endurance and late-race charges, there's none better than LaRocco. 

This one should be good. ro 
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Eric Bostrom was logging impressive 
top-speed numbers as DuHamel sat, still 
injured, on the sidelines. 

“It did 186 mph from the front-wheel 
sensor," DuHamel said. “And they'll 
probably have more horsepower for 
Daytona. And every year in Daytona, 
I've been really lucky, real fortunate to 
be competitive. Every year Гуе got a 
really good shot at winning Daytona." 


PHYSICAL FITNESS 


The only 200-mile race on the sched- 
ule puts added physical demands on the 
riders. Most come to the race in top 
physical form after an off-season of 
training. Vance & Hines Ducati's Gobert 
thinks conditioning will be important. 

“I do, apart from the fact that you've 
got to train a lot harder for here because 
it's a pretty demanding race track and a 
demanding and grueling race," he said. 
"You've got make sure that your fitness 
level is up there." 

Getting tired at the end of the race 
has caused more than one rider to make 
a mistake. 





RELIABILITY 


"Your bike's got to last the whole 
way and it's got to be competitive with a 
good setup, and the rider's got to be 
mentally and physically ready," Vance 
& Hines Ducati's Ben Bostrom said. 

His teammate Gobert echoed the sen- 
timent. 

"The main thing is your bike holding 
together," Gobert added. "When I rode 
here for Muzzy the first year, a head 
pipe came off early in the race and I was 
losing power the whole race. Then 
(Carl) Fogarty was catching me, or I 
thought he was catching me towards the 
end, so I upped the pace and I ended up 
going down over the back here with six 
laps to go when I was in second. Then, 
the next year, the thing blew up as well. 
Then, last year, the thing overheated on 
the start line. To be honest, the way I 
feel, as long as your bike can hold 
together, then you have a good chance.” 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Crevier remem- 
bers a problem from last year that set 
him back. : 

"| think it's just attrition and it's just 
a good setup and just not getting into 
any trouble," he said. "For me, personal- 
ly, I'm just going to make sure I get my 
third tire on time, on schedule, and see 
what happens at the end of the race like 
I have been doing the last couple of 
years. And I've been consistent, except 
for last year I had chain stretch, when 1 
would've finished eighth." 


INTANGIBLES 


"There's always somebody who 
shows up," DuHamel says. "I'm not 
going to be caught off guard like I was 
in '98." 

Crevier knows that trouble lurks 
everywhere. 

“I think I know what it takes to finish 
and finish well, to get my points, to get 
out of here, to start my season off," Crevi- 
er said. "But it's not easy doing that and I 
never seem to have a great setup. I also 
never get my confidence up that much 
because at times like this (during the 
December tire tests), I’m seconds and sec- 
onds off the pace of everybody else. I 
always seem to struggle too much and it 
seems to give me a bad head and bad atti- 
tude towards the race. I know for a fact 
I'm good for the finish and I'll be there at 
the finish. And I'll show these guys that a 
fifth-place finish is a great way to start a 
year off here and I think this year I'm 
going to be looking at a third, as good as 
third. I think I can step on the box. The 
motor's going to always be there. It's just 
whether or not the tires last." см

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t was just a few short weeks ago that 

‘| Scott Russell thought he was in trou- 

2 ble. He'd bitten off a bit more than 
even he could chew with this Harley- 
Davidson VR1000. Winning the Daytona 
200 - well, that was the furthest thing 
from his mind. He was struggling, and 
he knew it. In fact, there was a good 
chance that “Mr. Daytona" was going to 
end up being embarrassed at the one 
race that’s never been anything but kind 
to him. 

But that’s all changed. 

After four relatively useless test ses- 
sions, Russell and the Harley-Davidson 
team hit pay dirt at Laguna Seca in the 
weeks leading up to this year’s Daytona 
200 By Arai. They stumbled across 
something with the VR that has sudden- 
ly put a hop back in Russell’s step. He 
ended the test at Laguna just a tenth of a 
second slower than Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Mat Mladin, a solid benchmark for the 
team to judge its performance on the 
track in the hills of Monterey, California. 

Hey, the way things are going - well, 
the notion of a sixth Daytona 200 win 
might not be such a longshot. The for- 
mer World and AMA Superbike Nation- 
al Champion is suddenly looking for- 
ward to heading east to Florida. And 
why not? He’s Mr. Daytona and he’s 
about to ride America’s superbike in 
America’s biggest motorcycle road race. 

We caught up with Russell at his 
home in Georgia and he filled us in on 
what to expect come Daytona time. 


Qva on the street is that you 
V. went pretty fast at Laguna Seca 
Eu What did you find? 
Basically, for the first four tests, we 
“might as well have stayed at home. 
They were a bit useless, actually, after 
what we found out at this last one. 
Geometrywise, that's where we made 
the biggest gains on the bike. There are 
several different ways of getting to 
where we've gotten. You can jack the 
back out, rake the front out, do different 
things to get the same geometry. We've 
found what works real good for it. So 
that's basically the biggest turnaround. 





Is it the point where you have a 
good baseline, and it'll just be a 
case of making small adjustments from 
there? 
Al Il tell you next Thursday when we 
unload the bike here at Road 
Atlanta and ride it. I don't want to touch

it from Laguna. I want to ride it here 
like it is. If it looks good, then, yeah, we 
have a baseline. I think it should do 
okay here because it's a bit similar to 
when we left Phoenix and went to Lagu- 
na. It seemed to work fairly good at 
those two places. We're hoping that 
that's going to be our baseline. We've 
got Road Atlanta and Savannah before 
Daytona - two more tests. 


You're Mr. Daytona, riding Ameri- 
à^ ca's bike in America's biggest road 
race. Do you feel more pressure than 
normal going into Bike Week? 

A^ No. I feel like I want to win this one 
£^ Amore than any of the ones before. 
This would mean more to me than any 
of the other five - if I could pull it off on 
the Harley. 





f Can you win the Daytona 200 on 
V the Harley? 

A, I can, yeah. There's no doubt that I 
£~\.can do it. Now, whether the rest of 
the pieces fall into place and that it hap- 
pens, we'll see. The bike, when we had 
it down in Daytona, wasn't that fast - it 
was 10 mph down on the Ducati in 
December. I can't go down there like 
that and try to do it. They're going to 
have to do some work, and they say 
they have. They say they've got some 
more for me as far as horsepower goes. 
If all those things are true, I'm ready. 
Everything else is just a question mark. 


You've always had a strategy that 
/ works for the Daytona 200. Does 











this bike require you to take on a dif- 
ferent strategy? 

Д My strategy has always been to get 
‘out front, set the pace, take whoev- 
er wants to go with me and sort 'em out 
at the end. Now, it's going to have to be 
the same deal. I don't look at it as hav- 
ing to save the motor, or being nice to it 
too much. Just taking care of my tires is 
my main concern. The motor - if it runs, 
it runs. If it breaks, it breaks. That's just 
part of the game. Basically, it’s the same 
strategy for me: Go down there, put my 
head down, try to get out front and fig- 
ure it out at the end of the race. 


ù Based on your experience, do you 
/ think the VR will be easier on 
tires that what you've won on at Day- 
tona in the past? 

X I probably have to say that it'll be 
' Xeasier on tires than anything I've 
ridden before. But, again, we've been so 
far behind on every test that we've just 
kinda been running around. I haven't 
really focused on tires, tire wear, that 








kind of thing. I haven't had a whole lot. 


of laps put together to look at stuff like 
that. But I believe the twin's got to bea 
little easier on tires - with how smooth 
the power is and how it doesn't hit hard 
like the Yamaha did. At Daytona, they 
pretty much limit it as to how many 
tires you're going to have a. choice to 
run. They've only got a couple that are 
going to be any good, normally. I think 
it’s more just getting the bike set up for 
Daytona. When we were there in 





December, it really wasn't working 
good at all. 


¢ What were your initial impres-

December? 

À, I thought, ‘Whew, we've got some 
£ X. work to do.’ I knew what I was get- 
ting into. I’m looking forward to trying 
to put this thing up front. When I left 
there, it didn't handle very good, I 
didn't have the right gearbox in there, 
blah, blah, blah. 


(y how things went there last 
«A year with the Harley team, are you 
concerned about the pit stops? 

A, Everybody is asking me this ques- 
£ Xtion: What am I going to do about 
the pit stops? Well, I can't do anything 
about it. АП I can do is ride the bike. 
They hired me for the experience that I 
have and the things that I've ridden. 
Steve (Scheibe) was really interested in 
getting me on the bike and that maybe I 
could help him along with his program. 
But I can't go in there and say, 'Hey, 
guys, you've got to do this and this and 
this.' They should know by now what 
it's going to take. If they don't make it 
right this time, well, I won't be happy. 
They won't be happy. But that will be 
the way it is. l've won that race so many 
limes, I don't care if I don't do it again, 
really. Anything I do down there now is 
just a bonus. I'd just really like to win it 
on a Harley, so I hope they are prepared 
for that. They don't focus on that race 
like some of them do. They look at it as 
one race out of 14, but that's probably 
because they've never gone down there 
feeling like they had a chance to win. 
Hopefully, after our last test, all of that 
has changed. They've worked for five 
years, they've tried real hard, and they 
haven't got the results they need. At this 
last test, we kinda broke through. Now 
they can see some light at the end of the 
tunnel. I hope they go back and get 
pec for Daytona the right way. 


So Harley's view on Daytona is 
VJ ‘totally contradictory to yours. You 
hang your hat on what happens at Day- 
tona. 
^ You're exactly right. I really proba- 
Ably haven't expressed that to them, 
but these guys can go through as much 
rope as they want before they hang 
themselves. I'm just here for the ride. I 
can't make 'em do what they need to do.

Oh, yeah, that was it. There were 
"3.many times when I just wanted to 
jump in the motorhome, crank it up and 
drive off - on Friday. It's kind of sad to 
have to say that stuff, but it happened. 
Shit, I’m allowed to finish 10th, or sev- 
enth, but anything out of the top three 
doesn't make me too happy. 


So you're obviously glad to be 
home. 
At m happier than you can imagine 
to be home. I know the longest trip 
г m going to have to take this year is 
four hours. That means a lot to me. If I 
was on that Yamaha again, I'd be down 
there (at Phillip Island), getting smoked 
by two seconds again. It was time for 
me to leave. I was trying to get some 
stuff, going in Europe and if the right 
opportunity had arisen, I would have 
stayed. АП in all, after five years of that 
stuff I was ready to get the hell out of 
there. But I’m going to miss the hell out 
of everybody over there, all the riders, 
all the people that I met. I think about it 
every day, how I'm going to miss it. I 
miss it already in a way, but I'm riding 
for an American company in America 
and I’m American - that's the way it's 
supposed to be. And I'm getting paid 
damn near the same thing. There ain't 
nothing wrong with that. 


What keeps you motivated? Does 

the Harley deal actually help in 
that regard? 

I'm the underdog, and I've really 

always been that. When we went to 
Europe, we weren't supposed to win 
that thing (the World Superbike title) 
with Kawasaki that year. I like being 
the guy who's not supposed to win all 
the time. This Harley deal is just perfect 





for me. I'm 34, but 
I feel like I'm born 
again after that 
Laguna test. I’m 
pumped. I can see 
that there's a 
chance that we can 
win some races 
now. After those 
first tests, I proba- 
bly wasn't as opti- 
mistic as I am 
right now. This is 
the perfect place 
for me to be: with 
a Harley that's 
never won a race, 
Mr. Daytona, who 
always gets it 
done down there. 
If I come out of 
here, winning a 
race for these guys 
in the two years 
that I race for 'em, 
I'll be a hero, 
because they 
never won one. 
That'd be a great 
way to end my career - come here and 
do well for Harley, and put them on the 
map again as far as road racing goes. 
That would make me happy. I've 
already had a great career. I could quit 
right now and look back and it's been 
great. I look forward to trying to do 
more for these guys and helping them 
out. 





When you look back at your 
career, is there one year that really 
stands out? 
А Probably 1993. And even the earlier 
/ days were good too, riding here in 
the States. I think for us to go there in 
"93 (the World Superbike Champi- 
onship), first attempt, and win the 
World Championship - how could there 
be a better year? That one stands out. 
The first year in Europe was also the 
hardest, but the racing was great. 


f Did you ever really get used to 
„7 ав! in Europe? 

І never did. Some of the other 

* guys don't have much of a prob- 
lem with it, but I always needed to get 
back home. It was okay and it was a 
great experience, seeing the rest of the 
world and getting paid to do it. It was 
all cool, but there's no place like home, 
is there? 


How does the AMA Superbike 
field stack up against their World 
Superbike counterparts? 
А I think it (World Superbike) is prob- 
/"Xably the most competitive in the 
world right now. The GPs have come 
good with Máx (Biaggi) and all them in 
it now, but I think with the amount of 
good riders, the World Superbike Series 
is probably the toughest right now. The 
AMA is probably third on the list. It's 
great and there's a lot of good riders 
over here, and there's some depth in this 
field. It wouldn't be hard to be outside 
the top five on a weekend. But I’m sure I 
can beat these guys over here. I’ve done 
it before and I can do it again. There 
ain't no doubt about that. I ain't lost a 
damn thing in these last shitty two years 
with Yamaha, as far as my riding ability 
goes. I’m pumped. I'm ready to go. Let's 
do it. 


A lot of people think your Grand 

Prix results with Suzuki were 
good enough and that you should still 
be a GP racer. What are your thoughts 
on that? 

It's a mixture of that and my atti- 

tude. My attitude wasn't good. I've 
never kissed anybody's ass and I’m not 
going to. In the GPs, you get some shit 





on your nose every now and then, you 
know. But I'm not going to do it, espe- 
cially with Garry Taylor (the Suzuki 
team manager). He's all right, but that 
wasn't the right place for me to be. 
They wanted to try and control me 
after a while. They saw I was a little bit 
crazy. They wanted to put me where 
they could keep an eye on me, so to 
speak. They wanted me to work out 
with these people, and have this guy 
manage my money. It was like, ‘You 
guys are messin' up.' At the end of the 
year, they wanted to hire the fastest 
new kid in the world and they did - 
and it screwed 'em up. Hell, I rode that 
bike pretty good a couple of times and, 
in my opinion, it was the biggest piece 
of shit l've ever ridden. I didn't like it 
and it hurt me more than I've gotten 
hurt in 13 years or racing. I hurt myself 
more on that in a year and a half... they 
wanted me gone and I wanted to be 
gone, so it worked out the way it 
should. I went to Yamaha and started 
making more money riding superbikes. 
(Anthony) Gobert was supposed to be 
the man and he couldn't do anything 
on that thing - except get hurt. He 
never had a good run on that thing, did 
he? I think we did okay and that Suzu- 
ki was definitely the slowest 500 on the 
race track - of the factory bikes. It was 
definitely down on power. I felt like I 
rode it good and I gave them 100-per- 
cent effort. 


Q Back to AMA racing: Who do you 
look at as the main man here now 
- oris there one? 

Д I don't look at any of them right 
2 \ now. There are a bunch of fast guys. 
(Mat) Mladin's quick, Gobert is fast, the 
Bostroms are coming up, Chandler is 
Chandler and DuHamel is DuHamel. 
You can't pick 'em anymore. I don't 
worry about ‘em. I know I want them 
behind me. I want to put the Harley in 
front of ‘em and really open some eyes 
this year - that's what I'm aiming to do. 
They'll know I'm still here. 


Q Do you think you'll be treated dif- 
ET at Daytona this year now 
that you're riding a Harley? 

А Well, everybody is like, ‘Man, they 
/"X need to promote you and Harley, 
they need to do this.' I don't think 
there'll be any more people there than 
there were last year. If they want to fill 
the stands, it's not going to be Scott Rus- 
sell on a Harley that's goihg to do it. It'll 
have to be something else. I guess it 
can't hurt. The best thing we can do is 
go down there and start the week 








strong, put it near the front, and then 
your picture's on the front page every 
day. That might help get some people 
out. Otherwise, we could go down there 
and win it and half the people wouldn't 
know until they saw it in the paper on 
Monday morning. 


So you're going to go down there 

and be fast from the get-go. 
A Of course, I'd love to be. That 
* would help get people to the race 
ds but that's not what I'm there to 
do. I don't care if there are two people 
in the stands - I just want to win the 
race. I feel like 90 percent of the people 
in the stands are behind me. It really 
feels that way, whether it is or not. I 
take it that way and I use it to my 
advantage. I bring all my family and 
my friends. That's what I missed about 
going to Europe. Hell, it'd be me and 
Chris (Russell's cousin) by ourselves. 
Id win a race and come in the 
motorhome and I'd look at him and 
we'd wonder what the hell we were 
going to do now. When I won here, it 
was exciting, it was good. I always felt 
that if I could win, then I made all these 


people happy. That's the way I still feel ` 
` at Daytona. It's motivating and it makes 


me reach deep for that little bit more - 
and that's not to say that I don't try at 
other places. It just works for me down 
there (in Daytona). 

Last year, I was laying in bed two 
days before we were supposed to go 
down there and I was thinking, 1 don't 
want to go.’ I didn't think I could win it. 
I just didn't feel like we were ready. We 
went down there and unloaded the bike 
and within six laps we were already 
going faster than anybody else had 
gone. We ended up topping the chart all 
week; it was too easy. This time I'm 
going down there and I don't know. I 
think if they do the things they said they 
can do, I can hustle it around there pret- 
ty quick. 


Okay - what's it going to take to 
z^ win the Daytona 200 again? 
A It's going to take Scott Russell on 
AM fastest bike with the best pit 
stops. 


Well, you've got one out of three 
covered. 

A It's going to take a lot of hard work 
£^ Xfrom my team, good preparation 
from me and good preparation from 
them. I'm ready. I'm ready right now. 
It's going to come down to the bike 


being good and the team being good.

Let's go. 
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erhaps the biggest surprise of this 
year's supercross season so far is 
the resurgence of Mike LaRocco, a 

rider many thought was past his prime. 
Before the gate dropped for the start 
of the 1999 AMA U.S. Supercross Series, 
LaRocco was hardly mentioned as a 
possible series contender. Even after he

put his Factory Connection/Jack in the 
Box Honda on the podium at the series 
opener in Anaheim, a lot of people 
didn't take him very seriously. Instead, 
they looked at it as a fluke - an accident, 
so to speak. But here it is, well into the 
supercross series, and LaRocco is still 
right in the thick of things. He has visit- 
ed the podiüm more times than any 
other rider and is currently just one 
point out of the series points lead (prior 


-to the Tampa Supercross), LaRocco has

proved that that first Anaheim race was 
no fluke, no accident. He has made a 
statement: Mr. LaRocco is here to stay, 
and he would like nothing better than to 
end his career with a supercross cham- 
pionship (or two). But it won't be easy. 
Even if LaRocco never wins another 


race, he has a wonderful career of racing 
motocross and supercross to look back 
on, but there have been a few bumps 
along the way. In 1992, LaRocco, seek- 
ing his first championship, came within 
two very untimely mechanical break- 
downs of winning the AMA 125cc 
National MX title; but all was not lost, as 
he proved to his fellow racers that he 
had what it takes to be a champion. 

A year later, he rebounded with a 
500cc National title. Unfortunately for 
him, though, LaRocco was unable to 
defend that title, as the AMA dropped 
the ax on the 500cc series the following 
year. But LaRocco did focus all of his 
attention on the 250cc class in '94 and 
promptly walked away with the presti- 
gious 250cc outdoor title. 

That '94 season, however, was actual- 
ly a strange year for the Indiana-bred 
racer. Even though he won the 250cc 
title, all was not well, as one of the main 
riders he was fighting against for the 
title was the same man with whom he 
was sharing the Team Kawasaki pits: 
Mike Kiedrowski. As could be expected, 
the two fierce competitors butted heads 
both on and off the track, and their 
stormy relationship carried into and 
throughout the '95 season. Injuries 
didn't help LaRocco's cause any that 
year, either. 

Heading into the 1996 season, LaRoc- 
co thought it was time for a change of 
scenery and he went to Team Suzuki, 
where he was to be managed by five- 
time 500cc World MX Champion Roger 
DeCoster. LaRocco's future looked 
promising again, but things did not go 
well for him there, either. New in-house 
disputes erupted and, combined with 
more injuries, the net results were less- 
than-satisfactory performances on the 
track during LaRocco's two-year tenure 
at Suzuki. At one point during the '97 
season, LaRocco became so frustrated 
that he nearly quit the team. Something 
had to be done. 

Tired of the pressures that sometimes 
come with being a factory rider, LaRoc- 
co left Team Suzuki following the '97 
season and started his own gig with the 
help of Factory Connection, O'Neal, and 
outside-the-industry sponsor Jack in the 
Box. Honda also gave him support, 
though it was very limited. Overall, 
LaRocco was happy again, as he was on 
his own program, but it all came at a 
price: no more “works” parts. Still, 
LaRocco rode well throughout the 1998 
season on his privately funded Honda 
and turned a lot of heads - especially of 
those who had previously written off 
the veteran racer. As a result, for 1999, 
Honda and Jack in the Box have stepped 
up their support for LaRocco, and 
things are paying off. 

"Last year, I was pretty much on the 
privateer program; it was tough," 
LaRocco says. "Last year, everything on 
my bike were shop parts; it was actually 
close to stock. Everything we did to the 
bike were things that anyone could get. 
But things are a lot better now. This 
year, Honda is giving us a lot more sup- 
port. They've given me more motor 
stuff and the bigger Showa forks. They 
(Honda) say my bike is about 95-percent 
factory, very close to what Team Honda 
is using." 

When asked what is the most impor- 
tant difference for him between a 
“stock” bike and a “works” bike, he 
responded: "The motor. It's a combina- 
tion of things, really. It (the motor) is 
about 10 pounds lighter, has more 
power, and a better kind of power." 

But LaRocco says having works parts 
isn't the only reason why his results 
have improved recently. 

"This is the first time in about three 































years that I didn't have surgery during 
the off-season," says LaRocco, who has 
been bothered by injuries throughout 
much of his career. "I was able to con- 
tinue training, ride and test all year. I 
was able to stay on the bike all year, and 
that was a big change. Plus, we were 
able to do a lot of testing, and just before 
the U.S. Open of Supercross last year, 
we got real comfortable with the bike, 
suspension, and things. It's just a combi- 
nation of things." 

Not only is LaRocco satisfied with his 
results as of late, but so is his sponsor 
Jack in the Box. 

“Jack in the Box is real pleased," 
LaRocco says. "They've gone to every 
race so far this year and are happy with 
the program." 

LaRocco hooked up with Jack in the 
Box through Factory Connection. Owner 
Rick Zielfielder knew a couple of cus- 
tomers who had Jack in the Box restau- 
rants, and through these connections, 
the sponsorship took shape. 

"They (Jack in the Box) have been 
real good to us and have elevated our 
whole program." 

While finishing on the podium four 
of the first five races might surprise 
many, it doesn't really surprise LaRocco. 

“It doesn't surprise me too much," he 
claims. "I knew I was healthy going in; 
our bike is working good; but I guess 
I'm a little surprised, being only one 
point out after all of the West Coast 
races. l'm more excited about going east, 
where the dirt is a little softer, has more 
traction, which better suits my style. l'm 
real glad to be consistent." 

LaRocco actually owned the series 
points lead for a week following the 
Seattle Supercross, in which he finished 
second to Larry Ward. It was the first 
time LaRocco held the series points lead 
in supercross since 1993. 








"Yeah, that was kind of fun," LaRoc- 
co says of leading the field. "It felt good, 
especially going into Anaheim (II). It 
gave people something new to talk 
about and some exposure for our spon- 
sors. I hope to get it (the points lead) 
back, but if it's not until round 16, that'll 
be fine. But right now, it's fun to be part 
of it (the points chase)." 

As far as the way the '99 supercross 
season is shaping up, LaRoccqgjis, again, 
somewhat surprised. 

"The field is deep this year and it's 
tough to qualify, but it's pretty much 
been the same guys up front - and they 
are going to be the same guys contend- 
ing for the title, because we are now 
about a third of the way into the series, 
and it's beginning to get too late for 
some of the other guys. I figured there 
would be more different guys (win- 
ning)." 

On the track, LaRocco has been 
typecast as a come-from-behind type of 
rider, much of which stems from his 
reputation as a - well, a poor starter. At 
least in supercross. When he has to, 
however, LaRocco has no problems get- 
ting aggressive - a must when you're 
weaving your way up through traffic, 
which is something LaRocco does quite 
well. (After all, he’s had a lot of prac- 
tice at it.) And when he's dicing for the 
lead or near the front, LaRocco isn't 
afraid to bully anyone around, which is 
in sharp contrast to his quiet and soft- 
spoken demeanor when he's off the 
track. 

But perhaps LaRocco's strongest 
attribute is his ability to turn it up late in 
a race. 

"I'm probably strongest at the end (of 
the races)," LaRocco says. “I’m a 10- to 
20-lap rider, but I guess my strongest 
are the last five laps. I like tougher 
tracks, tracks with ruts - more physical.

Yeah, starts have been my biggest 
downfall - not so much outdoors, but 
mostly supercross. Without the starts (in 
supercross), you're giving the race 
away. But I’ve been working on that a 
lot, and I think my starts have been bet- 
ter (this year).” 

Another strong motivator for LaRoc- 
co is his burning desire to win; nothing 
else will do. 

"| have a strong desire to win," 
LaRocco once said a few years ago. "I 
don't like second at all, and that helps 
motivate me. So every time I race, I give 
it 100 percent." 

And he still does. 

With the supercross series about to 
make its East Coast swing, LaRocco is 
feeling good about his chances of stay- 
ing in the title hunt, especially when the 
series makes its stop at the infield of 
Florida's Daytona International Speed- 
way, a track that suits LaRocco's style 
just fine. 

"| have never won there, but I've 
always placed well there," LaRocco says 
of the Daytona Supercross. "I like it 
because it's tough and has the most dif- 
ferent mix of outdoors and supercross - 
plus it's sandy." 

Not to mention fast and rough. 

^We have to make a lot of changes to 
the bike - mostly suspension - for Day- 





tona," he said. "We can't just run our 
(normal) supercross settings. You have 
to go firmer because there are a lot of 
jumps, but you have to keep the initial 
plushness for the choppy stuff. The 
speeds are up, and there are so many 
obstacles, you have to make rebound 
changes. I think Daytona is a good race 
for me, because it's long and tough, so 
I'm looking forward to it." 

LaRocco, who celebrated his 28th 
birthday on February 12, is considered 
one of the veteran riders on the super- 
cross circuit. But he doesn't let that 
bother him, especially in light of the 
fact that he was the youngest rider on 
the podium at the recent Seattle Super- 
cross. 

“I think four years ago I'd be consid- 
ered old, but lately - maybe it's because 
of Dowdy (John Dowd, who is racing 
successfully well into his 30s) - I think 
(MX careers) are stretching out, and I 
think training has something to do with 
that." 

So, for now, LaRocco has no inten- 
tion of calling it a career just yet, espe- 
cially when he takes into account the 
kind of year he is currently enjoying. 

“If I continue to ride well and be a 
factory rider, yeah, I plan on racing for a 
few more years. I feel good, so I'm in no 
hurry to quit." | см 
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П indications are that Dan Butler 
is going to have one hell of a year 
in 1999, 

And he's due for one. After all, in 
the five short years that the 31-year-old 
Waterford, Michigan, dirt track "veter- 
an" has been on the AMA Grand 
National Championship circuit, he has 
certainly paid his dues. Yes, he came 
from nowhere and, yes, he has had 
some great rides, joining the Total Con- 
trol Racing team as a rookie and team- 
mate to Kevin Atherton in 1995 before 
moving to Gardner Racing for a two- 
year deal. But during those three years, 
crashes, injuries, mechanical failures 
and the world's worst starting-line 
technique constantly forced Butler to 
play catch-up, conspiring to ruin his 
viabflity as a potential championship 
contender. 

After failing to crack into the top 10 
in his first three seasons, Butler found 
himself without a ride at the start of 
1998. It would take a tragedy, the death 
of three-time AMA Grand National 
Champion Ricky Graham, for Butler to 
get a second chance; he was called by 
Johnny and Sarah Goad to replace Gra- 
ham on the USC Racing/Lancaster H- 
D/Dodge Brothers team for 1998. And 
at first, it seemed as though the duo 
would be hard-pressed just to make do, 
let alone capture any of the magic that 
the legendary Graham/Goad combina- 
tion had ridden to the championship in 
1993. 








Then a funny thing happened after 
the Peoria TT. Butler suddenly got fast. 
Real fast. In the events that marked the 
second half of the season, Butler set fast 
time in seven of them and finished no 
worse than seventh in main events. 
Among those finishes, Butler matched 
his career-best second place at the 1995 
Lima Half Mile with another at the hal- 
lowed Springfield Mile on Labor Day 
Weekend, vaulting himself into the top 
10 before a horrific crash at the season- 
finale Del Mar Mile ended his season 
just a bit early. 

He is still recovering, but he promis- 
es to be ready in time for the Daytona 
Short Track, and he vows to win his first 
Grand National main event in 1999. 


The first four years of your career, 

it seems like you had a lot of bad 
luck. 

Well, yeah, but there was a lot of 

learning going on in there too. You 
know what happened with Gardner... 
We were well within the top seven in 
points (in '96), then it fell apart. I had a 
lot of failures. 


5 Looking back on your experience 
àA with the Gardner team, what is 
your perspective on the time that you 
spent with them? 

‚ Well, we actually have a lot better 
{~à relationship now than when I was 
with them. There were just some things 
that we needed to sort out that we 
didn't talk about. That's all it came 
down to. Greg (Crow) has said that he 
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bit off a little bit more than he could 
chew. That was a stepping stone. I don't 
look back at it and say that it was bad, 
because I learned a lot of things, and we 
did a lot of great things together. I can't 
say that I was wasting time, because I 
was out there, and it was a learning 
experience. You can't start out at the 
top, because if you could, then we'd all 
be number one. 


Let's back up for a second. When 
you took the ride with the TCR 
team in 1995, do you think that maybe 
you bit off a little bit more than you 
could chew? Were you comfortable 
being an unknown on a top ride? You 
hadn't even ever been on a mile before. 
Д 1 look at that like T.C. (Tom Cum- 
£ à mings) was the one who got me onto 
the Grand National circuit - I mean, if it 
wasn't for my dad building me my first 
750, then T.C. wouldn't have seen me - 
but I attribute so much of where I am 
today to T.C. I learned so much. Yes, I 
was a rookie, and I stepped into the big 
leagues right off the bat. I wasn't ready 
for it. If I were to get on one of T.C.'s 
bikes now, I know I could do better, 
because he's one of the top tuners out 
there, and we always had the best 
equipment there. It was just that I never 
had any experience on a 750 then. When 
I first climbed on, it was like my fourth 
750 race ever, and I crashed and fell off 
and got hurt. 


Basically, you're in the same posi- 
4^ tion now as you were then. You're 
on top-shelf equipment, with a cham- 
pionship-winning tuner - Johnny 
Goad. And despite the way it ended, 
1998 really seemed to be a year where 
you made huge.strides. You have to 
feel pretty good about that. 
Oh, yes. We set fast time for some- 
thing like seven out of the nine 
races. In the beginning of the year, we 
were messing with chassis and some 
other stuff, and we had a lot of little fail- 
ures. It was a lot of nickel-and-dime 
stuff, like a brake line coming loose or a 
throttle sticking. We had problems with 
'the brakes for a while, but once we got 
that ironed out... 1 don't know. Maybe it 
took me breaking my foot at Peoria to 
get going (laughs). But it just seemed 
like we had the speed, but we couldn't 
get it clicking. After Peoria, everything 
just seemed like it fell into place. I think 
that seventh was my worst finish from 
Rapid City until Del Mar. We wound up 
‘finishing 10th. 








( That was your first time in the top 
V7 10? 

A Yes. In '96, Springer beat me out by 
£ šone point, and in '97, Mike Hacker 
came up and beat me by about five. We 
just had a lot of DNFs at the end of 
those seasons. Last year, we were 
behind in points, but we came on 
strong. Me and Johnny and Kenny 
(Mohler) were just having a great time 
going to the races. 

Now I know that my equipment is 
every bit as good as the stuff I had with 
TCR. It's the best out there - good 
enough to win championships. We've 
got great backing. 


# X You and Johnny hooked up under 
some pretty terrible circum- 
stances. You got the job after Ricky 
Graham died. Did you ever feel like 
you had big shoes to fill? 
-A I think that might have played on 
/^3 me a little at the beginning of the 
year. Johnny never put any pressure on 
me, but I kind of put it on myself. Also, I 
think it took us a while to really get 
comfortable together and just talk, and 
for me not to think that everything I did 
was being compared to what Ricky did 
because Johnny and Ricky had won 
championships together. For me to try 
to fill those shoes was huge, but I’m not 
trying to fill them. I’m trying to be 
myself, and I think that Johnny and 
Kenny have seen that I have the poten- 
tial to do it. Otherwise, I don't think that 
I would be back with them for this sea- 
son. Ricky was a great rider with a lot of 
experience, and with Johnny helping me 
to change my style, I think that's helped 
us get to where we are today. 


Let's talk about that. It was really 

obvious that your riding style 
changed drastically from Rapid City to 
the end of the year. Actually, you sort 
of look like Ricky did. What is it that 
you were doing, and what are you 
doing now that has made such an 
improvement? 

I used to like my chassis low, and I 

was always sliding it in, backing it 
in, using the gas and not being too con- 
cerned with the front wheel through the 
corner. The style now is to two-wheel 
around the corners, using the front tire 
to help me get traction. That was always 
my main mistake: I used the gas too 
much. I couldn't get off the corners. 
Using the new technique, my corners 
are already made. Plus, we have a new 
chassis setup, and Johnny builds a 
motor that helps me out a lot. The 











thing's idiot-proof. I just have to get on 
it and ride. 


£f You mentioned that you broke 
Ў your foot last year at Peoria, and 
before that it was your knee. It seems 
like you crash a lot, and you're kind of 
brittle. Ever wonder what it would be 
like to not be riding injured? 

А, (Laughs) Inevitably, that's what we 
і å want to do. But if you look at all the 
crashes that I've had, I can honestly say 
that I believe none of them were ever 
because it was my fault. None of them 
were just on my own. I’m used to riding 
with pain. I think I can deal with it pret- 
ty good, but it's not something to be 
proud of, because I would rather not 
have a scratch on me. It was just that I 
was in situations where I shouldn't have 
been because of a bad holeshot or what- 
ever. I’m going to work on my starts 
some more this year. I want to be out 
front and have guys trying to chase me 
down instead of the other way around, 
which puts me in harm's way. 


f X What exactly happened in the Del 
М7 Mar crash? Was the sun getting in 
your eyes on the back straightaway? 
The sun was bad, but that wasn't... I 
“A remember that I had to come from 
quite a ways back. Once I got rid of that 
pack of guys - Bigelow, Stanley, Joe 
Kopp - I got clear and could see that 
Carr and Roeder were ahead of me. 
With a clear track, I found a really good 
line through the corners. The sun really 
didn't bother me, and I was able to reel 
those guys in. A couple laps later, I went 
by Chris in one and two. My line was up 
against the wall in three and four, and 
I'd turn it and come straight across the 
apex and then turn it again coming out 
of four. Coming into the corner, I just 
turned it and started coming back 
across, and Chris got in a little hot and 
hit one of the holes - of which there 
were many. I guess our lines just inter- 
sected. Next thing I know, I was laying 
there with my feet up in the hay bales. 
Half my bike was in the parking lot, and 
half of it was stuck in the fence. 

I was really lucky. I hit a pole with 
my back, and it punctured my kidneys 
and bruised my lungs. That all healed 
up pretty good, but I did a lot of dam- 
age to the rotator cuff in my shoulder. 
The doctor says it's a nine-month fix, 
but I'm way ahead of schedule. It's start- 
ing to feel pretty good.

ric Bostrom is talking about how 

his older brother Ben caused him to 

break his knee, and he's smiling. It 
was a long time ago, it was Eric's own 
fault, and, had he not crashed his Honda 
CR250, he might have won $75. None of 
which matters much in the retelling. The 
telling point is that his brother - his clos- 
est friend, racing rival and housemate - 
upped the pace to the point where little 
brother felt compelled to keep up. 
Instead, he went down. And he's smiling. 

From that rough scrambles at Lodi to 
the dirt tracks and then the road race 
tracks of America, Eric Bostrom has kept 
smiling and winning, and he has gotten 
to the point where he has the chance to 
surpass his older (by 2 1/2 years) brother. 
Despite Ben's head start, Eric, 22, was the 
first of the Bostroms to win an AMA 
Superbike race, when he used the incom- 
parable power of his Honda RC45 to hold 
off Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin, and 
Ben, at Brainerd last year. He repeated 
the feat at Pikes Peak International Race- 
way, proving he could win on tracks both 
fast and slow. The competition between 
them is fraternal, and any reports of fric- 
tion can be dismissed as pure fiction. 

What isn't fiction is that Eric has come 
a long way in a short time, and there's no 
end in sight. What he brings to the track 
is a solid family background in motorcy- 
cling, years of experience, a voracious 
desire to learn, a solid work ethic, an hon- 
est outlook, and a refreshingly positive 
attitude. He smiles when he wins and he 
smiles when he doesn't - not because he's 
happy, but because he's learned some- 
thing which he'll use the next time out. In 
a world where egos can overwhelm, the 
22-year-old Southern Californian is solid- 
ly grounded. At first glance, his 
demeanor is slightly surfer-goofy, but the 
words he chooses and the way they're 
expressed reveal a deeper intelligence. 

"It's a little difficult to put a finger on 
exactly what makes him so good," says 
American Honda's Merlyn Plumlee, 
Eric's lead mechanic. “He’s just one of 
those really special kids that comes 
around every now and then." 

Plumlee is as respected a technician as 
there is in the paddock. He worked at 
Muzzy Kawasaki in 1990, the year Doug 
Chandler won his first AMA Superbike 
title. From there he went to Europe and 
worked with Fred Merkel before return- 
ing to Muzzy's in 1992, the year Scott 
Russell won the title. He went back to 
Europe and ended up working on the 
original Honda RC45 for Rumi Racing 
before returning to American Honda in 
1995. He'll be the lead mechanic for Eric 
Bostrom this year and is impressed with 
what he's seen. 

"It's obvious their family has some 
incredible natural ability built into it," 
Plumlee said. “Everything from their dad 
and their uncle through to them. It's 
probably that growing up, being around 
that environment, riding from the get-go, 
having the right choice of parents, all 
comes together. And somehow they both 
learned just how to read what the bike's 
doing really well." 

The Bostroms' father, Dave, and their 
uncle Paul were both nationally ranked 
dirt track racers in the 1960s. Dave met 
Eric's mom riding motorcycles, and Eric 
can remember riding on the gas tank of 
her motorcycle. Later, the whole family 
would go on trail rides together. 

"It brought the whole family togeth- 
er," Eric remembers. 

With racing in the blood, it wasn't 
long before he'd give it a try. He was 
nine or 10, he remembers, when he 
entered a "real backwoods type of race," 
and he remembers doing well.

Grilling all the way 


His first dirt track was at Lodi, and it 
didn’t go quite as well. 

“I didn't even complete a whole lap 
and I got high-sided big on a CR60,” he 
says. “I went around one and two and 
went into three and stabbed the rear 
brake like a motocross bike, and I had no 
idea how fast I was going. The thing just 
stepped out and I let off the brake and I 
took a pretty good tumble. In the main 
event, I got slapped by everyone in the 
field, so I was pretty far off the pace.” 

It didn’t last long. 

Moving quickly through the ranks, 
Bostrom turned Pro at 16, racing in the 
Harley-Davidson 883cc Dirt Track Series, 
which he won in 1996 for Bartel’s Harley- 
Davidson. On asphalt, he was sixth in the 
Harley-Davidson SuperTwins class that 
year, taking two wins. He won more 
often in dirt track, and one, in particular, 
was pivotal to his career. 

About a quarter of the way through a 
1996 dirt track season in which he’d been 
doing a lot of running up front, though 
without winning, he made a discovery. 

"I don't know, some sort of reality hit 





me and I was like, ‘Heh, you've got to 
win if you want to be a top racer. And 
after that hit me, to close out that year I 
won just about every race, and it put a 
whole different perspective on things. It 
was about the time I-96 (Raceway) came 
around, because we'd just left that Mis- 
souri half mile and I'd gotten second and 
it'd just been nothing happening all year. 
I'd just been falling a little bit short all 
year. That one really set it up right. I real- 
ly decimated everyone. I won by like half 
a lap. It was really cool. It was my first- 
ever National win. It was some sort of 
reality, like, ‘Okay, I'm just going to do 
that." 

It was one of two perfect races he's 
had, both on dirt tracks. The other came 
that same year at Hagerstown. 

“At Hagerstown and 1-96, I had two 
flawless races almost," he said. "It was 
pretty incredible. I really dusted every- 
one." 

He hasn't had that feeling yet in road 
racing, but it's not for lack of trying. 

"I know I have what it takes to put it 
all together," Bostrom says. "I think if I 








ever accomplish doing that, that'll be the 
day that I probably won't be beat on the 
race track on that day. So far, Гуе never 
even really had that in all my racing 
years. I’ve never had a whole race come 
together perfectly, except maybe a dirt 
track - actually two dirt tracks in my final 
year on the 883." 

The first superbike outing last season 
was at Mid-Ohio. There were no expecta- 
tions and no pressure. Having won most 
of the Formula Xtreme races, Bostrom 
knew what it took to go fast on a big 
bike, and his Xtreme times were closing 
in on the superbike times. 

"So I went out there with the idea that 
I could win just as well as anyone, and it 
came pretty easy," he said. "At Mid- 
Ohio, we cruised around and I had a 
tough weekend in every class I rode 
there. I wasn't nearly as fast as I wanted 
to be. So when we finished fifth in the 
Superbike class, I wasn't disappointed. I 
wasn't happy. I didn't want to finish 
fifth, but I wasn't disappointed." 

The next race was at Brainerd Interna- 
tional Raceway, a track with a very long, 


very fast straightaway with a sixth-gear 
right-hand kink that takes more than a 
little bravery to master. 

The race at Brainerd wasn't flawless, 
even if he did win. But as the race pro- 
gressed, it was clear he was riding an 
intelligent race. 

“I think he caught all of us off guard," 
said Plumlee, who was working with 
Ben last year. “АП of us knew that he 
was really special, but the fact that he 
went so quick right away - having AI 
(Ludington) and Joey (Lombardo) and 
Ray (Plumb) working with him over 
there was a big bonus. Still, for him to 
win those two races so convincingly was 
pretty amazing. I think it took all of us 
back a little bit." 

“Brainerd was definitely a bit of a sur- 
prise," Bostrom agrees. "The weekend 
Started out well. Actually, in the first 
practice, we were the fastest guy in the 
first session and I was like, ‘Wow, all 
right, this is going good.' I know that 
Miguel (DuHamel) has won here in the 
past, and I think things are going to be 
pretty good. We had some setbacks and 
stuff. But then, when the race came along, 
everything kind of started clicking. I 
learned a whole lot in that race. I realized 
that I had asked for the wrong things in 
the gearbox, so the bike was geared off a 
bit. The bike wasn't fully working for me. 
I basically gave the wrong feedback, but 
the bike was so awesome. It still is plenty 
capable of winning. And I was thinking 
in my head out there, ‘Man, if this thing 
was set up as good as it can be, it'd really 
be tough to beat.’ But I didn't expect at all 
to win, and I was having a funny thought 
in my head because I was out there and I 
was running around in fourth and I was 
watching Ben (Bostrom) and Jamie 
(Hacking) and Jason (Pridmore) leading 
and I was thinking, ‘If any one of these 
guys wins, it'll be their first superbike 
win ever.' I was totally counting myself 
out. I mean, I didn't even think about it 
when I was out there, which is strange, 
when I think about it. I mean, why wasn't 
I thinking about it?" 

It wasn't until the penultimate lap 
that he took the lead and started thinking 
about the win. 

“It happened so late in the race that I 
actually got the lead, I think it was one 
lap before the white flag,” Bostrom 
recalls. “Once I got there, I knew I had 
the power on the straightaways. All I had 
to do was a halfway decent job of getting 
through the infield, and I thought that 
we had a really good shot at it." 

At the flag, he had .358 of a second on 
Mladin, who feels that Brainerd was his 
own best race of the year. 

What Eric Bostrom learned at Brain- 
erd was how much there is to learn. 

"There's so many different combina- 
tions - the gearbox ratios and the suspen- 
sion and the geometry and all that - and 
it's stuff I don't even understand," he 
says, "and I would like to. I don't need to 
understand it, because these guys do 
such a great job. But I would like to have 
a little better understanding of it. All I tell 
them is how the bike feels on the race 
track - if it's got a bit of a chatter in the 
suspension or if it's getting upset there or 
if it’s running out of gear. And then they 
can take it from there. They can do every- 
thing with that. It's all about giving the 
right feedback to them." 

Plumlee thinks Bostrom is giving him- 
self less credit than he deserves. 

“I’ve worked with quite a few of the 
younger kids through the years and 
they're all kind of the same," Plumlee 
says. "Very few of them come at this age 
really knowing what the bike's doing. It's 
rare that they come in and go, ‘It doesn't 
have enough rebound,’ or, ‘It’s got too 
much compression.’ The important thing 





is that he's good at being able to tell us 
what he feels like the bike is doing 
wrong. He doesn't have to know 
mechanically what it's doing wrong, he 
just has to be able to convey to us in a 
way that we can understand that in a cor- 
ner it's got this problem for him, and 
then it's our job to come from that. And 
he's as good at that as any of the young- 
sters l've ever been around. And one of 
the nice things about him is that he's 
very analytical about the race track, with- 
out being prompted. He comes, sits 
down, makes track maps all by himself. 
He doesn't need you to prompt him to go 
look, to write this stuff down. He goes, 
writes things down for himself, and for 
us. He makes notes that he's riding like a 
girl here, but then he also writes that 
right here the front end has a little prob- 
lem or right here the gearing's not exact- 
ly right, or the wheel's off the ground in 
the back a little bit. He's real analytical, 
and I think that's going to be a big bonus 
to him, not only now, but in his entire 
сагеег - some of the guys never really 
learn to do that. And he's already got 
that under his grasp." 

It was even more evident at the next 
race in Colorado. The tortuous track is an 
equalizer. Though the Honda would get 
him off the corners, he needed a good- 
handling machine to handle the variety 
of turns. 

"At Colorado we just got a really 
excellent setup," he says. "The bike was 
unbeatable. there. The bike literally won 
that race. I think that I did a fair job of 
riding and had a few really good sections 
on the track, but I had a few shortcom- 
ings with my riding there, also. I’ve been 
fighting that at every race track. I don't 
feel like Гуе ridden any race track to my 
maximum potential. 

"There'll just be a little piece of the 
race track - a little piece, maybe two cor- 
ners - that I’m not putting together as 
well as I know I could. It was at the little 
twisties before the front straight (at Pikes 
Peak). I knew I was losing time there, and 
thank God for me the bike was so good, it 
would make it all back up and then some 
through some of the higher-speed stuff." 

Bostrom learned his craft racing 50cc 
scooters that put a premium on carrying 
corner speed. 

“If you just spun the tire for a second, 
you lost all of your momentum." 

Dirt track was the same. 

^On a mile, you don't want to slip, 
you just want to keep the thing as in-line 
as possible." 

That's his strength, completely the 
opposite from Miguel DuHamel's point- 
and-shoot style. 

“He’s the best guy Гуе seen at getting 
the bike into the corner and then getting 
it out," Bostrom says. “Не can almost 
come to a stop and get a huge drive. It's 
really impressive." 

Neither is perfect for every track, or 
every corner. Some reward the flowing 
style of Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chan- 
dler. 

"To me, you'll never see the chassis 
move all the way through the corner," he 
said. “Не does a really excellent job. Both 
of those guys are a bit of an inspiration to 
watch because they're on different ends 
of the spectrum." 

His brother is closer to him, though 
he's learned the point-and-shoot a little 
better. It motivates Eric to do better, and 
Eric's work habits motivate Ben. 

“I think we really complement each 
other that way," Eric says of his brother. 

The two share a house in Granada 
Hills, California. 

"| really enjoy being around Ben," 
Eric said. "He's like a best friend more 
than a brother. In areas where I lack, he's 
strong, and maybe in that respect he 





lacks a little and so I motivate him. It all 
kind of works out real well. I think we're 
like that on a race track, too - where, like, 
maybe I have a shortcoming, but I can 
watch him and pick it right up." 

As close аѕ еу are, they don't find it 
hard to race against each other, since 
they've been doing it for so long. 

“It’s really natural," Bostrom said. 
“It’s just one of those things where I'm 
kind of a gentleman rider out on the 
track anyway. You've definitely got to 
give your brother some room." 

Eric's broken knee came while chas- 
ing Ben at a rough scrambles in Lodi. 

“We were going back and forth pretty 
good and it was coming down to the end 
and started getting pretty tight, and Ben 
turned up the pace and I started down a 
hill and broke my knee pretty bad,” Eric 
remembers. “It was stupid. It probably 
paid like $75 to win. But it didn't have 
anything to do with that. It was just a 
win. I think he had me beat and I just 
couldn't accept it." 

Eric acknowledges that, on the track, 
Ben’s not just one of the guys. 

“1 have a lot of respect for everyone," 
he said. "I think toward Ben, even more 
respect because I’ve seen what he's capa- 
ble of doing. And sometimes it doesn't 
always show on the race track. Ben's the 
type of guy - he's actually really incredi- 
ble. We'll be out riding our dirt bikes and 
he can look at a type of jump and it'll 
have a 5-foot vertical lip and you have to 
clear some sort of gap and he'll just say, 
‘That’s a third-gear three-quarter with a 
hard roll-on.’ And he'll just go and make 
it perfectly on the first time. It's really 
impressive." $i 

What was difficult was seeing Ben by 
the side of the track after his rear tire 
blew during the December Dunlop tire 
tests. Ben was awake, though thoroughly 
abraded, and it shook Eric up. He had to 
keep riding while Ben was taken to Hali- 
fax Medical Center. 

“It was tough,” he said. “A lot of 
things are going through your mind. I 
wasn't sure if Ben was okay. I knew that 
he was fairly okay. I went to the hospital, 
but still, going around the race track, I 
had a lot of thoughts going through my 
mind. It would've been real hard to go 
out and try to qualify or turn a real fast 
lap after that, because there were just too 





many things on my mind. Fortunately, 
they didn't put me on the bike too long." 

Now he wants to stay on the bike as 
long as possible. There are 13 Superbike 
and 600cc Supersport races, and Eric's 
plan is to win every one. 

“It's certainly my goal," he said. “Tf I 
ever go out onto the track and think I’m 
going out there to finish second, I hope 
someone hits me. It's not my mental atti- 
tude. So if there's 28 races, at the end, I 
want to win 28 times." 

Winning races here is a stepping stone 
to bigger and better things. Europe beck- 
ons, but he has seen others fail and is in 
no hurry to rush over there unprepared. 

“I definitely would like to prove 
myself a winner here first, and I don't 
mean just by winning a couple of races 
here and a couple of races there," 
Bostrom said. “I want to be fairly domi- 
nant and know that I’m up for the chal- 
lenge over there. I definitely want to 
head over to World Superbike and if 
Grands Prix are still around then... I 
want to be up at the pinnacle of road rac- 
ing. But I don't want to go over there and 
run around in seventh place for a while 
and learn tracks or use that as an excuse. 
When I go over there, I want to just win 
and win everything and say, 'Okay, I've 
done that.’ It'll probably be a few years. 
It's hard to say because things happen so 
fast. I didn't see myself here. Two years 
ago I would have said you're crazy. 
Things happen pretty quick. I definitely 
want to be good and ready to go. This is 
my final year of a two-year contract, but I 
don't see myself leaving anywhere next 
year even if I have an incredible year 
this.year. l've spoken to some riders, 
especially Mat Mladin - I have a lot of 
respect for him. We have it really well 
over here. I definitely want to go on to 
bigger and better things, but I don't think 
there's any hurry. I’m not the youngest 
guy out there. If you look at the World 
level, a lot of the top racers from the last 
several years have been closer to their 
30s. If you look at (Wayne) Rainey and 
(Kevin) Schwantz and (Mick) Doohan 


and (Carl) Fogarty, a lot of these guys are ` 


closer to the 30 mark, and that's probably 
when they hit their prime. I think Гуе got 
a few years to play around with, do some 
winning over here and kind of make my 
mark before I head over." см 
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or the fifth straight year, I was wrong. 
Last year I predicted that Anthony Gob- 
ert would end the season as the 1998 

AMA Superbike National Champion. As you 

know, he didn't. Ben Bostrom did. So, as sure 

as the sun rises in the east and sets in the west, 

I was wrong again. 

This is how I had it figured last year, with 
how it turned out and why (according to me, 
anyway) in parenthesies. 

1. Anthony Gobert (ninth - his season was 
interrupted by a suspension for failing a 
drug test or two). 

2. Doug Chandler (second - hey, I got one 
right). 

3. Miguel DuHamel (10th - his season was 
interrupted by a broken leg). 

4. Mat Mladin (third - close enough). 

5. Mike Hale (out of the top 20 - his season 
was interrupted by his dismissal from the 
team). 

6. Aaron Yates (fifth - close enough). 

7. Ben Bostrom (first - he learned faster than I 
thought he would). 





'8. Rich Oliver (fourth - I never dreamed he'd 


be that consistent). 

9. Thomas Stevens (13th - I never dreamed 
he'd be that inconsistent). 

10. Steve Crevier (seventh - the TL was better 
than I thought it would be, but not good 
enough for Suzuki to keep it going). 

But let's forget the past. It's the future 
we're concerned with. Here are my picks for 
the 1999 AMA Superbike National Champi- 
onship. 


1. Anthony Gobert - #95 

Age: 24 

Hometown: Oakdale, Australia 

Team: Vance & Hines Ducati 

Best result in 1998: First (Phoenix, Road

You can go ahead and call me Terry Vance, 
Rob Muzzy or Sue Gobert. You can just throw 
me into the heap of team owners, managers, 
mechanics and mothers who have given 
Anthony 
Gobert too 
many second 
chances. 
Maybe it is I 
who need to 
go to a reha- 
bilitation 
center. 

Last year, 
I. wrote in 
this exact 
same spot 
the follow- 
ing about 
Anthony 
Gobert: 
“Réalistical- 
ly, if he 
screws this 
one up by being stupid, then we may have 
seen the last of Gobert. Smart or stupid - 
Anthony, you make the choice.” 

Well, young Anthony opted once again for 
stupid. And, in turn, he made me look rather 
daft by believing in him. But I wasn’t alone. 
The line of idiots forms directly behind Terry 
Vance. Now, when I look at the ever-shorten- 
ing line for 1999, there I am again: Vance, а 
horde of Italians from Ducati - and me (at 
times wearing sunglasses and a hat pulled 
down real low to conceal my identity). 

So what does that make me now? 

Since I've already proved myself to be the 
Forrest Gump of prognosticators, I figured 
there's nowhere left to go but up. And I might 
as well go there with Gobert. 

Last year, I based my predictions in regard 
to Gobert on his talent, his pure speed on a 
motorcycle and his ability to win races. None 
of that has changed. If nothing else, Gobert 
proved last year that he's able to overcome the 
things that Га questioned. А 

In my predictions of a year ago, І wrote: “I 
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believe that Gobert is capable of winning each 
and every race on the calendar. But he won't, 
and it will be those races that he doesn’t win 
that will prove to be the most important ones 
in the season. Does he crash trying to win 
every race? Does he burn up his tires, destroy 
his motor? Or does he finish third, fourth or 
fifth on the weekends when he isn’t capable of 
winning?” 

Gobert showed that he doesn't crash. He 
doesn't destroy engines and he doesn't burn 
up tires. And he is willing to finish off the 
podium when things aren't right. Young 
Anthony is smarter than I thought. And some- 
times more stupid than I could ever imagine. 

Case in point: Things go sour in Daytona. 
He doesn't panic, but instead nurses the 
Ducati home to eighth place. He takes his 
points and he leaves. Smart boy, that Anthony. 
Then he shows up for Laguna Seca in La-La 
Land. Jet-lagged, he can't even make it to the 
grid on time for the warm-up lap. It costs him 
dearly and he ends up ramming a backmarker 
and finishing 11th. Silly boy, that Anthony. 

It was that kind of season with Gobert. 
You just never knew which one you were 
going to get. At Willow Springs, Road Atlanta, 
Road America and, all things considered, Las 
Vegas, he was simply masterful. Between 
Road America and Las Vegas, however, Gob- 
ert had his well-documented problems with 
the FIM and the AMA - thanks to his self-pro- 
claimed liking to “smokin’ a little weed." 

Anthony says that's all in the past. He's 
ready to concentrate on his racing, ready to 
bring Terry Vance and Ducati an AMA Super- 
bike title. 

I have my doubts. 

It does little to help my confidence in Gob- 
ert when he shows up at the preseason tests 
out of shape and fat, looking a lot more like 
Mrs. Doubtfire than a serious racer. I see that 
and I write him off. 

Then I watch him ride and those doubts go 
straight out the window. I simply can't get 
over the fact that somebody this good should 
be winning - and winning a lot. 

I will promise you one thing: If Gobert 
screws this one up, Vance and the boys from 
Ducati can stand in line by themselves. 

To reiterate my closing from last year: 
Smart or stupid - Anthony, you make the 
choice. (Hint to Anthony: Try the other option 
this year.) 


2. Mat Mladin - #66 

Age: 27 > 

Hometown: Camden, Australia 

Team: Yoshimura Suzuki 

Best result in 1998: First (Las Vegas) 

Ranking in 1998: Third in AMA Superbike 
Championship 


If Gobert slips up just a little bit, Mat Mladin 
will be the 1999 AMA Superbike National 
Champion. If the AMA simply gave the title 
every year to the mar who works harder, 
thinks about it the most, and goes about his 
business in the most professional manner, 
Mladin would have won this thing many 
times over by now. Unfortunately, you also 
need a bit of luck, and so far Mladin's been on 
the short end of that stick. 

This year will be different. Mladin's 
Yoshimura Suzuki will work like a charm. 
Mladin will win a bunch of races. Mladin will 
finish near the top when he doesn't win. And 
when they add 
up the points 
at the end of 
the year, he 
will either be 
first or second 
in the champi- 
onship. It all 
depends оп 
what happens 
to his country- 
man Mr. Gob- 
ert. 

I believe 
Mladin can 
run with Gob- 
ert any time, 
any place. But 
I also believe 
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that Gobert still has an edge when it comes to 
the motorcycle he rides, and that's the main 
reason he sits above Mladin in these predic- 
tions. Otherwise, Mladin might just be my 
pick to win this thing - with or without a Gob- 
ert mishap. 

While Gobert continues to go through life 
as a walking time bomb, Mladin is the com- 
plete opposite. He's rock-steady. A sure thing. 
Plain and simple, he doesn't screw up. 

Look at his results from 1998. He finished a 
close second to Gobert in the season opener in 
Phoenix; he was a steady fourth in the Day- 
tona 200; he rode injured to third place at 
Laguna Seca; he rode an underpowered Suzu- 
ki to third at ultra-fast Willow Springs; he 
struggled but still finished third at Sears Point; 
he had a miserable Road Altanta, but still 
came away with a sixth and a 10th; he was 
taken out of the Road Atlanta race on the 
opening lap when Pascal Picotte rammed him 
off the track; he was robbed of certain victory 
at Loudon when his Suzuki dropped a valve; 
he was a sorry seventh at Mid-Ohio with 
problems he blamed squarely on himself; he 
rode his butt off to finish second at the high- 
speed Brainerd round; he rode to a second- 
place finish at Pikes Peak; and he went out 
and finally won the last race of the season in 
Las Vegas. 

In the end, Mladin was 25 points behind 
Ben Bostrom in the title chase. Give him 
decent points at Road America and the 35 
points a win would have given him in 
Loudon, and he's your National Champion. 
It's a lot of would've, could've and should've, 
but you can't take away from the fact that 
Mladin is always there. 

There is also no better rider in the series 
when it comes to throwing on a qualifying tire 
and doing a quick lap. Mladin sat on pole 
seven times in 1998 - that adds up to seven 
extra points for the championship. 

Mladin will be there, week in week out. 
Where he ends up will ultimately fall squarely 
on the shoulders of his team. 


3. Ben Bostrom - #1 

Age: 24 

Hometown: Granada Hills, California 

Team: Vance & Hines Ducati 

Best result in 1998: Second (Las Vegas) 
Ranking in 1998: AMA Superbike National 
Champion 


Before we blast Ben Bostrom for failing to win 
an AMA Superbike National en route to his 
AMA Superbike National Championship, let's 
look at what he did do in 1998. Remember 
Road Atlanta and Road America? At those 
two races, AMA Superbike racing was never 
better, never faster, never more intense. It was 
at those three 
races (Road 
Atlanta had 
two, remem- 
ber...) that 
Miguel 
DuHamel and 
Anthony Gobert 
were at the top 
of their game. 
They were fit, 
they were hun- 
gry and they 
were incredibly 
fast. And they 
battled to the 
bitter end in 
each of those 
three races. 
There was also 
only one other man in the field who could stay 
in the shadow they cast. His name was Ben 
Bostrom. 

In both races at Road Atlanta, Bostrom was 
there. He was right on the heels of the two 
fastest men in the series. Ditto for Road Amer- 
ica. In fact, if not for his sheer lack of experi- 
ence in big moments like those, he may have 
been able to win one of those three races. But 
he didn't. Those two had better race savvy in 
the final laps, and Bostrom ended the season 
in the unenviable position of being a champi- 
on without a victory. 

But let's not forget that he is the champion, 















and this championship has been won in simi- 
lar fashion before. 

I picked Bostrom to finish seventh in last 
year's title chase, so it's difficult for me to be 
critical of him because he went-out and won a 
championship. If he had finished in the top 
five last year, he would have been a hero in 
my book. After all, he was learning on the job 
and he wasn't supposed to do anything other 
than learn. This was to be his year, not last 
year. What he did in 1998 based on what he 
faced was commendable, and he's a worthy 
champion. 

I'm also confident that he'll make a good 
champion and he'll bring a youthful exuber- 
ance to the position that hasn't been there for 
a while. 

On to 1999: Bostrom has changed teams. 
Gone is the Honda RC45, replaced by the V- 
twin Ducati. It would be easy to conclude that 
Bostrom will struggle with the new bike, but 
he won't. He has already gone as fast as any- 
one at Daytona, at Laguna Seca and at Willow 
Springs - three completely different tracks that 
should have tested his mettle - during presea- 
son testing. And he's also shown that he can 
bounce back from severe injury (remember his 
tire-failure-induced crash at over 160 mph at 
Daytona in December) and not lose a thing. 

There's an old British racing theory regard- 
ing young racers. It goes something along the 
lines of, "We'll see how fast they are after 
spending a little time between the linen 
(sheets)." Well, Bostrom spent a little time 
between the linen at the Halifax Medical Cen- 
ter in Daytona Beach. And it didn't slow him 
down. He has what it takes to be champion 
again. 

Changing teams won't hinder his perfor- 
mance. He goes from arguably the best team 
in AMA racing to arguably the best team in 
AMA racing. And he's the kind of guy that 
can fit in anywhere. He'll be fine, and he's got 
a better chance of finishing higher than third 
than he does of finishing lower than third. 


4. Eric Bostrom - #32 

Age: 22 

Hometown: Granada Hills, California 

Team: American Honda 

Best result in 1997: First (Brainerd, Pikes 
Peak) 

Ranking in 1997: 18th in AMA Superbike 
Championship; Formula Xtreme Champion; 
third in 600cc Supersport Championship 


What Eric Bostrom 
accomplished in 
1998 is nothing 
short of remark- 
able. 

He entered 
four AMA Super- 
bike races. In his 
debut, he finished 
fifth at Mid-Ohio. 
He then went out 
and won two in a 
row at Brainerd 
and Pikes Peak. 
Then he closed out 
the season by fin- 
ishing third in Las 
Vegas. That's two wins, a third and a fifth in 
four races. His first four races, mind you. It 
simply doesn't get any better than that. 

It obviously impressed his peers. They all 
speak highly of him, and any mention of the 
1999 title chase brings his name up often. He 
is a favorite to walk away with the crown in 
1999. When his peers voted on whom they 
thought would finish where (see sidebar - 
The Racers' Top 10), Bostrom ended up sec- 
ond. That's high regard for a man who will 
enter just his fifth AMA Superbike National 
when he lines up for the Daytona 200 in 
March. 

There is no doubting the younger 
Bostrom's talent, but a heap of praise must 
also be given to his team at American Honda. 
Last year, Bostrom was able to jump on 
Miguel DuHamel's RC45 and instantly do the 
business. That's due largely to a team that is 
without peer in AMA Superbike racing. It’s a 
combination that should bring huge dividends 
in 1999, and there's no doubt that Eric 


Bostrom will be near the top when the series 
points are added up in October. 

But there are bound to be some learning 
pains along the way. At least that's why Гуе 
put him no higher than fourth. Hey, I may be 
wrong, but if I am, it will only be in that I pre- 
dicted him to finish lower than he actually 
does. It won't be the other way around. 


5. Doug Chandler - #10 

Age: 33 

Hometown: Salinas, California 

Team: Muzzy Kawasaki 

Best result in 1998: Second (Daytona, Laguna 
Seca, Sears Point) 

Ranking in 1998: Second in AMA Superbike 
Championship, sec- 

ond in 600cc Super- 

sport Championship 


Doug Chandler 

nearly won the 

AMA Superbike title 

for a fourth time in 

1998. He only lost 

out on the opportu- 

nity to do so when 

his Muzzy Kawasaki 

failed him in the 

final round. Chan- 

dler didn't win a 

race last year, but he 

came close on sever- 

al occasions. If you 

look at the series point standings, Chandler 
had a heck of a year. He not only finished sec- 
ond in the superbike chase, but he was second 
overall in the 600cc Supersport title and won 
six of those races along the way. 

And he's not done yet. 

In fact, he could make me look really bad 
by climbing his way to another title in 1999. 1 
just think that he's going to miss the relation- 
ship he had with his longtime tuner, Gary 
Medley, and that might make him slip down 
the charts in 1999. 

There is no doubt that Chandler can still 
run at the front. He's done it time and time 
again, and he's done it without looking as 
though he's even trying hard. His style is such 
that he appears to be at 90 percent while the 
others are at 110 percent. His talent on a 
motorcycle is such that this may indeed be the 
truth. Maybe he isn't trying as hard. In 1999, 
he's going to have to, or he's not going to fin- 
ish any higher than this. 

Chandler doesn't push things to the point 
of crashing when things aren't right, and his 
crash at Loudon was simply out of character. 
When he's inspired, he's among the best in the 
world (remember the World Superbike round 
at Laguna Seca?), and just when you think his 
best days are behind him, he pulls something 
out of the hat to make you realize how good 
he really is. 

The series has never been more competi- 
tive than what it is sure to be this year. There 
will be some pushing and shoving at the front, 
and Chandler will have to give maximum 
effort in order to compete for the title. He'll 
also have to have a team that's at the top of its 
game - at each and every race. 


6. Miguel DuHamel - #17 

Age: 30 

Team: American Honda 

Best result in 1998: First (Laguna Seca, Willow 
Springs, Sears Point, Road Atlanta) 

Ranking in 1998: 10th in AMA Superbike 
Championship; 12th in AMA 600cc Supersport 
Championship 


Miguel DuHamel is 
probably the toughest 
man in AMA Super- 
bike racing. In 1999, 
we're going to find out 
just how tough he is. 
Prior to suffering 
his badly broken leg in 
June at Loudon, 
DuHamel was the 
man to beat for the 
1998 AMA Superbike 
crown. He'd won four 
races going into 
Loudon and he led the 
title chase. Then all hell broke loose. He 
crashed in qualifying and crushed his leg; his 
knee and his title hopes. 
And there's still a big question as to just 
‚ how recovered he will be when the season 
starts in 1999. That and that alone is the only 








reason I have DuHamel this low. If he's 
healthy, he'll win. I have no doubts that he's 
lost any of the drive or bravado that has made 
him one of the best. 

1 only question just how healthy he will be 
when the flag drops on the '99 season. 

Racing here will be better if he is healthy, 
because he can run with anyone on any bike at 
any race track. When he and Gobert were at 
the top of their game in the middle of the sea- 
son, the racing was never better. It suffered 
when he wasn't around, and it'll suffer again 
if he can't regain the physical strength he 
needs to compete. 

We can only wait and see on this one. 


7. Aaron Yates - #20 

Age: 25 

Hometown: Milledgeville, Georgia 

Team: Muzzy Kawasaki 

Best result in 1998: First (Loudon) 

Ranking in 1998: Fifth in AMA Superbike 
National Championship; 10th in AMA 600cc 
Supersport Championship 


Aaron Yates can win 
one week and finish 
eighth the next. He 
can be the fastest guy 
in America one week 
and an also-ran the 
next. Just look at Mid- 
Ohio and Brainerd of 
last year. 

Yates dominated 
at Mid-Ohio, qualify- 
ing on pole and win- 
ning the race. At 
Brainerd, he qualified 
eighth and finished 
eighth. Just a few weeks later. Okay, Brainerd 
isn't a Suzuki track - but Mat Mladin managed 
to finish second on one, didn't he? 

АП that stands in the way between Aaron 
Yates and a Superbike National Champi- 
onship is consistency. If he shows up at each 
and every race like he did at Loudon and at 
Mid-Ohio, these guys are in trouble. 

Perhaps a change in team is exactly what 
the doctor ordered. After several years on 
Suzukis, Yates moves to the Muzzy Kawasaki 
team for 1999, and it may be the change in 
scenery that jump-starts his promising career. 
Rob Muzzy has proved before that he can take 
young riders and make them into champions. 
Aaron Yates is his latest project. 


8. Scott Russell - #4 

Age: 34 

Team: Harley-Davidson . 

Best result in 1998: Third (Brands Hatch 
round of World Superbike Championship) 
Ranking in 1998: 10th in World Superbike 
Championship 


It's down here where 

things start getting 

difficult. I’m picking 

Scott Russell to fin- 

ish eighth because 

he’s Scott Russell. I 

think there will still 

be times when the 

Harley-Davidson 

VR1000 lets him 

down, but when it 

doesn't, I think he'll 

score points. And if 

the bike doesn't let 

him down very often, he'll finish higher than 
this. Russell has proved himself; the Harley 
still hasn't. 

Russell can still ride a motorcycle. His last 
two years of World Superbike racing were a 
disaster, especially 1998. I don't think he 
wants us to remember him by those final two 
years. He wants to go out with a bang, he 
wants to give the VR its first win, he wants to 
be remembered in the legendary status that a 
man with his credentials should be remem- 
bered. 

Russell's Harley debut will come at Day- 
tona. There's no better place for that to happen. 
And there's no worse place for it to happen. 

Russell is ^Mr. Daytona." And the Harley- 
Davidson is a popular motorcycle to have at 
Daytona - as long as it's at the beach and not 
at the Speedway. Russell is hoping he can 
change that image by bringing Daytona 200 
glory to a team and a motorcycle that has yet 
to have any. 

Russell thinks he can win at least one race 
in 1999. It's hard not to believe him. 











9. Rich Oliver - 497 

Age: 37 

Hometown: Fresno, California 

Team: Yamaha 

Best result in 1998: Fourth (Road Atlanta) 
Ranking in 1998: Fourth in AMA Superbike 
Championship 


I know how hard Rich 
Oliver works, and I 
know. how frustrating 
it must be to the 37- 
year-old when he sees 
someone like Anthony 
Gobert show up, go 
fast and win - all with- 
out half the work ethic 
of Oliver. Last year 
Oliver was consistent, 
but he wasn't spectac- 
ular. The high point of 
his season was his 
pole position at Road 
Atlanta, but he 
couldn't match that effort in the race. 

This off-season has seen Oliver at or near 
the top in every test session. He's made him- 
self the man to beat for the 600cc Supersport 
title, and I think a strong start in that class 
may end up hampering his superbike efforts. I 
think by the middle of the year Oliver will be 
concentrating on winning a 600cc title and 
that will likely keep him from finishing higher 
in the superbike title chase. 

Yamaha will also get the new R7 at some 
point in the season. It won't be here in time for 
Daytona and it's going to take the team some 
time to get the bike figured out, especially 
considering the fact that Yamaha's World 
Superbike team has already struggled with the 
R7. If the bike is everything it's supposed to 
be, both Oliver and his teammate Jamie Hack- 
ing can run near the front. So far, it's nothing 
close to what it's supposed to be. 


10. Jason Pridmore - #43 

Team: Yoshimura Suzuki 

Hometown: Ventura, California 

Best result in 1998: Third (Pikes Peak) 
Ranking in 1998: Eighth in 750cc Supersport 
Championship 


Jason Pridmore showed everyone that he 
could ride a superbike 

in 1998. In his first 

outing on the Vance & 

Hines Ducati, Prid- 

more led the National 

at Brainerd before an 

off-track excursion 

dropped him to an 

eventual fourth-place 

finish. At Pikes Peak, 

he finished third 

behind Eric Bostrom 

and Mat Mladin, and 

in the series finale in 

Las Vegas he was 

third until crashing in 

water left behind by 

teammate's Anthony Gobert's Ducati. So in 
his three outings, he was near the front three 
times. But he was on a Ducati, Gobert and 
DuHamel weren't there so the field was dilut- 
ed, blah, blah, blah. There were a thousand 
reasons why Pridmore's outings didn't mean 
much. But I think they were very meaningful. 

Pridmore was presented with a Ducati and 
he did the most he could with it. He didn't tell 
DuHamel to break his leg and he didn't tell 
Gobert to smoke pot. I think Jason Pridmore 
may be the most underrated rider in AMA 
road racing. 

So why do I pick him to only finish 10th? 
It's simple. I think it will take Pridmore some 
time to get the Yoshimura Suzuki up to speed. 
Hey, it's no Ducati. He's also coming off a 
badly broken wrist, and he's also in a team 
where you can get lost rather easily. His 
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strong relationship with Mladin may help him 
in this department. 

If Pridmore gets it going early in the sea- 
son than I predicted, he'll finish much higher 
than this. 


WILD CARDS 


There have never been more quality riders left 
out of the Top 10 than this year. It's gotten to 
the point where you can't even get all the fac- 
tory riders in the list, much less the quality 
privateers. 

At the very top of the wildcard heap is 
Yamaha's Jamie Hacking, Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Steve Crevier and Harley-Davidson's Pascal 
Picotte. Any of these three could surprise me 
and jump to any spot in the top 10 - especially 
Hacking. If he hadn't missed nearly all the off- 
season tests due to injury, he'd be in my top 
10. As it is, we're still not sure about his fitness 
level, and we won't know until Daytona 
exactly where he stands. 

Crevier will be consistent as always and it 
may be enough for him to get to the Top 10. 
Ditto for Picotte if the Harley can stay on the 
track and he doesn't get caught up in all the 
Scott Russell hype that will surround the 
Harley camp. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Rapp is a ques- 
tion mark. He's crashed nearly every time he's 
tested this off-season and I think he's got some 
learning to do on the superbike. He'll certainly 
have strong outings on the 600, but just how 
quickly he can adapt to the level of superbike 
racing remains to be seen. : 

Perhaps the racers who could surprise us 
the most àre the two Fast By Ferracci Ducati 
riders - Larry Pegram and Matt Wait. Pegram 
was signed so late in the off-season that he 
wasn't even a factor for most of the off-season. 
He comes armed with tutoring from Kevin 
Schwantz, so who knows how far he could go? 
He's been fast before, so he can be fast again. 
There were just too many questions marks for 
me to put him in the top 10. The same goes for 
his teammate Wait. He could be the biggest 
surprise of the 1999 season or he could be the 
biggest bust. Again, you just don't know. 

One thing we do know is that one or more 
of these wild-card riders will jump to the Top 
10 and make me look worse than usual. I just 
can't tell you which one it'll be. 


MR. NOT-SO-RIGHT 


Henny Ray Abrams has been better than I 
have at picking a Top 10 lately. Last year, how- 
ever, kind of set him back a bit. He predicted 
that Mike Hale would win the title. By midsea- 
son, Hale wasn't even riding and he never did 
anything that showed the true potential that 
many believe he still has. So Abrams' string of 
correctly picking two straight AMA Superbike 
Champions (actually, the same one - Doug 
Chandler) is history, and he's on a losing 
streak - albeit not on one as long as mine. 
Abrams' Top 10 is included below. 


WHAT DO THEY KNOW? 


For years we've heard the riders’ thoughts on 
our Top 10. Some agree with us, some don't. 
This year, we decided to do something about 
it. At the Daytona and Laguna Seca tests dur- 
ing the off-season, we presented riders with a 
list of the 15 men who had signed up to race 
factory superbikes in the 1999 AMA Superbike 
National Championship. (Larry Pegram signed 
on with Ferracci too late to make the cut.) 

All the riders had to do was pick their top 
10 from those 15. One of the top factory riders 
refused to participate, and one was left out 
because we simply never caught up with him. 
The others, however, all jotted down their 
votes for the Top 10 and those results are list- 
ed below. АП of the picks were tabulated (a 
points system was used - 10 points if the rider 
was picked to win, nine points for second, 
eight for third and so on) and one Top 10 list 
is presented, based on the overall results from 
the riders who participated. CN

Every year, I carry the honor and the responsibility of suggesting who I 
think might be the man to take all the marbles at the end of the season, who 
might come close, and who might become a new player inside the top 10. In 
the past, I would agonize over the job. I'd bitch about it, try to pass it off or 
just ask that I not be made to do it, because it felt like a no-win situation. 
Either you piss off riders who think that they should be ranked higher, or you 
look stupid by regarding someone too highly, only to watch them finish the 
season in 21st or something. Well, I simply don't feel that way anymore, 
because I've learned that it doesn't matter what I think. The crystal ball, 
rolling the dice, educated guesses - they're all in the toilet. 

You wanna know who's going to win the AMA Grand National Champi- 
onship in 1999? Look no further than the man with the number one on his 
back already. Scott Parker has never lost the AMA Grand National Champi- 
onship as long as I have been an editor at Cycle News, so can anyone tell me 
why I should think that he will lose it now? As long as the indomitable Park- 
er/Werner team is together, then they will be the target. There are others who 
have been gunning for them for five years now (God, has it been that long?)

onships. In 1998, Parker's seven victo- 
ries allowed him to once again put fresh 
ink in the record books, as he became 
the first rider in Grand National history 
to win five consecutive titles, putting 
him head and shoulders above Carroll 
Resweber, a man whose dominance in 
the late ‘50s and early '60s probably 
made him seem superhuman to dirt 
track followers in those days. What 
Parker has done will likely never be 
done again, giving him the deserved 
status of a motorcycle racing icon. And 
yet, through it all - the 91 career victo- 
ries that he has amassed thus far, and 
more importantly the hundreds of times 
that he didn't win - he has remained the 
same guy who blew 'em all away at the 
Du Quoin Mile in 1979. He has come 
from behind, clinched early. Heck, last 
year he even started with the series 
points lead, lost it, and roared back to 
score a deciding last-round victory at 
Del Mar to win his ninth crown. Parker 
claims that 1999 will be his last, and 
maybe that's good. Because like it or 
not, as long as he and Bill Werner keep 
pulling into the pits with that orange- 
and-black factory bike in the back of 
their unlettered white box van, then this 
is their game - win, lose or draw.

Only two 
of them have, 
and this guy is 
one of them.

sider that Carr 
had to scrap his privateer road race 
plans, readjust to life as a dirt track pri- 
vateer, and then be patient enough and 
consistent enough to wait for that huge 
win at the Peoria TT, and then be left 
standing as the only man who could 
take the championship from Parker 
going into the last round, then 1998 may 
well have been one of his most success- 
ful and productive years in dirt track 
racing. Time will tell if it was just a har- 
binger of things to come. One thing is 
certain (and Carr would probably tell 
you this himself): It will take more than 
three wins to get the job done. Look for 
him to get more, as he has been boosted 
by a better-financed program and a full 
commitment to only dirt track racing. 
Tuner Kenny Tolbert is as sharp as ever, 
and if Carr comes out smokin’ at Day- 
tona, the season will be as interesting a 
one as ever there was. I’ve already been 
chastised by the boss for not tabbing 
Carr for the championship. Well, Chris, 
you once said that you didn’t have any- 
thing left to prove in this sport. Prove 
me wrong.

race, Adelanto is the only event 
where riders gear for speeds in excess of 
100 mph and basically weld their throt- 
tles wide open. Those who do not gear 
for serious speed either wish they had 
an eight-speed tranny or wish they had 
stayed at home in front of the tube. Ade- 
lanto is not a place for the faint of heart. 
It is a place for serious speed. It is a 
place for serious racing. 

Every year, the folksy little desert 
town of Adelanto does a Jekyll-Hyde 
turnaround and becomes a race Mecca 
for one weekend only in February. In 
excess of 20,000 spectators and partici- 
pants descend on the sleepy town over 
the course of the weekend. Quiet city 
streets and mild desert dirt roads turn 
into crazy highways of speed and insan- 
ity. Dirt lots become staging areas for 
the likes of factory off-road race teams 
such as Kawasaki, Honda and KTM.

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Since the reign of the leg- 
endary Larry Roeseler and the 
late Danny Hamel, Davis has 
been the man to beat. Granted, 
he has faltered a few times 
with seized motors and the 
like, but he is still considered 
the "King of Adelanto," a title 
that Roeseler once held a mere 
seven years ago. 

The starting line of Satur- 
day's Unclassified race held 
high hopes for racers who 
thought they might be able to 
upset the confident Davis. The 
brave souls included Destry 
Abbott (the Team Green 
speedster who won the first 
round of the AMA National 
Hare & Hound two weeks 
prior) and Johnny Campbell 
(who in the past has been one 
of the rare competitors to beat 
Davis at Adelanto). Book, 
Davis' Montclair Yamaha 
teammate, and the brothers 
Pearson also had hopes of win- 
ning gold, as did several other 
factory-backed racers and even 
some privateers with a handful 
of throttle and everything to 
lose. 

Much to the delight of 
everyone (except for Davis), Abbott 
turned out to be the winner in the 
Unclassified race. Davis was not far 
behind, but it gave hope to everyone 
else. It was also the Unclassified contest 
that let the racers know that they were 
in for a long race weekend, as the course 
had already begun to deteriorate, 
becoming extremely whooped-out and 
gnarly. Instead of the traditional 8-mile 
course, this year's course went further 
west and added 4 miles - in the form of 
sand whoops, which was not a Sunday 
drive by any means. 

The story in the 125cc class revolved 
around Abbott again, though for a dif- 
ferent reason: It seems that the Desert 
Vipers MC (the hosting club) felt that 
the infamous water jump, on the moto

portion of the course, should be made 
longer and deeper. Not many of the rac- 
ers were aware that such a change had 
been made in the middle of the pro- 
gram. Taking the same line and jumping 
the same distance as in the Unclassified 
race, Abbott almost went over the bars; 
even worse, he put his knee straight into 
the steering damper. The water-jump 
mishap gave Abbott an agonizing limp 
and a knee the size of a coconut, which 
is bad for racing. 

The Vet race saw amazing speed 
from Roeseler, someone who can never 
be counted out at any race. Roeseler got 
off the line dead last, but by the time the 
first lap was over he was in the lead on 
his Stroker-tuned KLX. Roeseler passed 
everyone, including KTM-mounted Scot 
Harden, to take over the number-one 
spot, which he held on to for the rest of 
the race. 

By the time the Pro race came around 
in the afternoon, the report from various 
riders was that the course was in truly 
bad shape. The coming race looked to be 
a matter of survival. Davis had no prob- 
lem with that, as he took the win hands 
down. Roeseler filed in in second, fol- 
lowed by KX500-mounted Greg Zit- 
terkopf, Campbell and Dave Ondas, all 
of whom were riding Open bikes. 
Kawasaki-mounted Shane Esposito 
topped the 250cc competition, followed 
by SX250 jockey Nick Pearson. 

On Saturday evening, bulldozers 
graded almost the entire course except 
for a section of whoops, making the cir- 
cuit almost as smooth as it had been 
before the start of the event. The first 
contest on the replenished course was 
the Four-Stroke race, first thing Sunday 
morning. The huge field swelled, no 
doubt due to the growing popularity of 
thumpers in the sport. The focal point of 
the race was an epic battle between 
Davis and factory Honda-mounted 
Campbell. Coming out of the motocross 
section, Davis had two seconds on 
Campbell, who was charging hard in 
second. 

Out on the back pavement section of 
the course, Campbell outbraked Davis 
going into a 90-degree left-hand turn 
and held on to the lead all the way back 
through the moto section and into lap 
two. Davis was not relinquishing any- 
thing, though, and he was hard on 
Campbell’s case, only one second 
behind. Davis then passed Campbell 
back in the same turn, using the exact 
same line that Campbell had used to 
pass him one lap prior. The duel went 
all the way to the checkers, and Davis 
took the win with less than two seconds 
separating the two riders. 

When the bikes rolled to the start 
strip for the 250cc race, all eyes were on 
the usual suspects. When the race start- 
ed, it looked to be a duel to the finish 
between Davis and Book. When the two 
teammates were dicing hard on the back 
section of the course, Yamaha-mounted 
Mike Healy blew past like they were 
standing still. Riding like a man pos- 
sessed, and possibly taking out some 
frustration for his bike having seized on 
the start line of the 125cc race, Healey 
took the win by a huge margin. 

To cap off the weekend, Davis felt it 
was his duty to spank all comers in the 
Open race. The only downside to the 
race was that Book, after a strong show- 
ing all weekend, went over the bars and 
dislocated his shoulder. Meanwhile, 
Davis took his fourth win of the week- 
end and upheld his unofficial title of 
“King of Adelanto.” 

Due to complications with a new 
computerized scoring system used by 
the Desert Vipers, official race results 
were not available at press time. см

WINSTON-SALEM, NC, FEB. 5-6 

eep in the heart of NASCAR country, the new-wave war- 
riors of the PJ1 National Arenacross circuit invaded the 
Winston-Salem Arena with their unique brand of racing. 
Enthusiastic fans piled in to watch defending champion Buddy 
Antunez try to catch points leader Cliff Palmer, but the man of 
the weekend was Jeff Willoh. 

After less-than-spectacular results Friday night, Willoh, on the 
Thor/Tuf Racing Honda, came back Saturday night with a 
vengeance and won both the 125 and 250cc main events. 

Friday's wins were shared by Willoh's teammate Denny 
Stephenson and Palmer, on the Kawasaki of Carrollton KX125. 


FRIDAY 


In the 125cc main, heat winners Greg Rand, Stephenson and 
Jeff Gibson lined up for action, and it was Stephenson who 
bagged the holeshot, with Rand and Antunez in tow. Local

A last-turn, last-ditch effort near- 
ly paid off for Antunez, but he came up 
short and finished second. 

Midway through the race, Palmer 
passed Rand for third, while Jeromy 
Buehl and Ty Wallace also got by Rand 
for the fourth- and fifth-place spots. Gib- 
son, Chester, Neese and Willoh rounded 
out the top 10. 

In the 250cc main, heat winners 
Antunez, Palmer and Jones rocketed to 
the first turn side by side. Stephenson 
tried to square under them all and 
ended up tipping over. In the logjam 
that followed, Doug DeHaan was able 
to ride around the mess to grab a short- 
lived lead. However, Jones got him right 
away. 

Stephenson got back up and was 
arguably the fastest rider on the track, 
but he was a lap down. 

With usual front-runners Willoh and 
Stephenson mired in the pack after the 
pileup, Antunez and Palmer broke clear 
of the pack and forged ahead, with 
Jones keeping pace. Antunez countered 
Palmer's every move until late in the 
race, when Palmer finally got his way. 

Antunez nearly bailed at the end of 
the treacherous whoop section but was 
far enough ahead of Jones to keep his 
second-place position. Jones finished 
third, followed by Buehl and DeHaan. 
Wallace, Jim Neese, Tom Hofmaster, 
Stephenson and Willoh rounded the top 
10. 

"The 250s is my strongest class, but I 
got a heat win in the 1255 апа Лаа a 
good gate pick," said Stephenson. "I 
knew Buddy was behind me and 
wouldn't do anything stupid, so I just 
rode my own race. It's great to start the 
weekend with a win." 

"I'm happy to be on the podium," 
Jones said. "I'm riding injured, but I was 
happy to get third. I had a bad crash last 
week, and pretty much half of my body 
is beat up. I just taped what I could and 
gritted my teeth." 


SATURDAY 

In the 125cc main, heat winners 
Chester, Stephenson and Buehl gated 
poorly, as Willoh, who could only net a 
pair of 10th-place finishes the night 
before, nailed the start and checked out. 
He went on to score a seemingly easy 
win. 

Antunez gated in third, behind Rand, 
who would eventually drop back. 
Antunez slipped into second and was 
glad to see points leader Palmer running 
midpack after a bad start. 

From way back, Palmer buckled 
down and went to work but could only 
climb to as high as 11th before it was all 
over. Buehl rode to a third-place finish 
over Rand and Stephenson. 

Neese and Chester finished sixth and 
seventh, respectively, followed by Wal- 
lace, Jim Povolny Jr. and DeHaan. 

"It went well," Antunez said. "I got 
out in fourth or fifth and worked up to 
second.

TM's Michael Lafferty trounced 
K a solid if soggy field to win the 

sixth annual Heart On Classic, 
which marked the opening round of the 
AMA. National Hare Scrambles Series at 
the Hollister Hills State Vehicular Recre- 
ation Area. Lafferty completed the 9- 
mile, six-loop race in two hours, 48 min- 
utes and 36 seconds. 

Yamaha's Doug Blackwell got the 
defense of his AMA National Hare 
Scrambles Championship off to a good 
start by rallying on the final lap and 
passing KTM-mounted Brian Garrahan 
for second, finishing out the race with a 
time of 2:51:19. The defending race 
champ and National number two, Gar- 
rahan, finished third, stopping the 
clocks at 2:52:26. He rode the event with 
a broken foot, which he sustained the 





week before in a head-on collision with 
another rider. Rounding out the top five 
were Kelby Pepper (2:54:08) and Aus- 
tralia’s Shane Watts (2:59:17), who was 
the last rider to finish all six laps in less 
than three hours. 

"I just wanted to get in there, do 
good and get out of the series," Lafferty 
said. "I just wanted to use this race as a 
tuneup for the National Enduro next 
week. I'm not going to try to do the 
whole hare scrambles series." 

Conversely, Blackwell will be doing 
the entire series, as well as the GNCCs, 
as will Lafferty. 

“I won't be doing the entire enduro 
series, though," Blackwell said. "Doing 
three series like I did last year is proba- 
bly a bit too much." 

In rainy and wet conditions, which 
forced last-minute course changes, Col- 
orado's Pepper got the best start and led 
the first wave, with Lafferty close 











behind. A first-turn pileup swallowed 
quite a few riders, including KTM's 
Patrick Garrahan, who was last year's 
third-place finisher. Garrahan would 
later pull out of the race. 

Pepper and Lafferty soon found 
themselves tailed by KTM's Watts, who 
didn't get off to a great start on his 125. 

“I blew the start, and it went worse 
from there," Watts said. "The bike 
wouldn't start. In practice, it started first 
kick every time; then, in the race, every- 
one was long gone by the time I got 
going." 

Besides Watts, Blackwell and Brian 
Garrahan also made their presence 
known. Lurking a little further back was 
Honda's Scott Summers, who was a last- 
minute entrant. 

The lead changed often, which 
wasn't a surprise considering the condi- 
tions. Riders took a little bit of extra 
time in the pits for clean goggles, dry

gloves and full tanks of fuel. Lafferty 
finally got a lock on first place late in the 
race and was able to savor his first 
National Hare Scrambles victory.

KOERSEL, BELGIUM, FEB. 7 

n wet, white and windy conditions, 

the 1999 European motocross season 
“Т got under way in Koersel, Belgium, 
for the International Motocross van het 
Fonteintje, and just as he did in last 
year's race, Dutchman Leon Giesbers 
scored the win with a 1-1 tally. 

Giesbers, one of Team Suzuki's 
newest members, proved that he still 
has the knack to win, especially if the 
track is sandy, as is Koersel's. 

"| have a good team this year, and 
we can learn a lot today," Giesbers said 
before the race. “This heavy-sand track 
is to my liking, and I am now in a 
stronger frame of mind than last year. I 
am here to win for sure." 

Kawasaki team riders Marnicq 
Bervoets and Pit Beirer were among the 
other favorites going into the Koersel 
race. Bervoets, who left the Winfield 
Suzuki factory team for the new Win- 
field Kawasaki team, looked in dominat- 
ing form in practice, but the same could 
not be said for Beirer. 

“I have to get organized with my 
new team," Beirer said. "I have to spend 
a lot of time preparing for my battle 
with Stefan (Everts)." 

A couple of notable riders who did 
not race were Stefan Everts and 500cc 
World Champion Joel Smets. Everts sat 
out the race with an illness, and Smets is 
still recuperating from a broken arm. 

The racing got under way with Johan 





Boonen jumping into the early lead in 
the first moto, but Geisbers was right 
behind him. Bervoets settled into third, 
while Beirer rounded the first turn in 
seventh. 

It didn't take long for Geisbers to get 
around Boonen on the big Husqvarna 
four-stroke and take the lead, but Boo- 
nen continued to hold his own in sec- 
ond. Bervoets held his grip on third, 
while former World champ Jacky 
Martens moved threateningly into 
fourth. 

Geisbers, meanwhile, moved away 
from the three Belgians - Boonen, 
Bervoets and Martens - and looked to be 
in control of the race. Back in the pack, 
Beirer suddenly pulled off with a slip- 
ping clutch. 

Boonen and Bervoets engaged in an 
intense battle for second place. At one 
point, the two riders locked handlebars; 
then Bervoets finally got around Boonen 
at the halfway mark and set his sights 
on the leader, Giesbers. 

"I was feeling good," Bervoets said. 
"This new bike has really got some 
power. I know I can ride fast on these 
sandy tracks, so it was just a matter of 
taking my time and reeling Leon (Gies- 
bers) in." 

And Bervoets did just that. 

The new Kawasaki team rider chased 
down Giesbers but ran out of time. Late 
in the race, Bervoets was within striking 
distance of Giesbers, but the checkered 
flag came out before he was able to 
mount a serious challenge.

Martens held on to finish a distant 
third, followed by Boonen. 

Between motos, the snow started 
falling, but it didn't seem to slow the 
Husqvarnas down, as Martens and Boo- 
nen led the pack into the first turn. 
Bervoets, however, quickly got around 
Martens and locked on to Boonen's rear 
fender. Geisbers gated sixth, Beirer 10th. 

Instead of climbing forward, Beirer 
slid backward in the field. 

“We need to work on the suspension 
and a few other things,” Beirer said 
afterward. “This bike has so much 
power - a lot more than my old Honda. 
It also handles better than the Honda, 
too, but I always struggle on these sand 
tracks.” 

Bervoets eventually forged past Boo- 
nen and into the lead. 

Geisbers, meanwhile, quickly moved 
up to third but struggled to get by Boo- 
nen. Lap after lap, Geisbers searched for 
a good line, which was difficult to find 
on the now-white ground.

Suddenly, Geisbers found the hot 
lines and reeled in Bervoets. The two 
riders were soon banging bars in the 
white haze, and Geisbers finally found a 
way around Bervoets. At this point, the 
race was called, as it became impossible 
for the scorers to identify the riders. 

Geisbers had no complaint. 

"This is great," the winner said. "I 
just took my time and rode as smooth 
as I could. When the snow started 
falling really heavily, I just told myself, 
‘Take it easy.’ In the end, I managed to 
squeeze by Marnicq for the win. It feels 
great." см

29-31 
avey Yezek and Mike Katin have 
ruled the 125cc and 250cc Pro class- 
es throughout the 1998-99 Action 

Sports Arenacross Series. Yezek came to 

the series finale leading the 125cc Pro 

class while Mike Katin had control of the 
250cc class. Katin sewed up the 250cc 

class on Friday night, then left to honor a 

sponsorship commitment. Yezek was 

clearly the fastest rider all weekend, and 
he took three wins out of six mains. 

Katin scored Friday's 125cc win, Yamaha 

rider Mark Burkhart won Sunday's 

125cc event, and Jimmy Wilson snatched 
the 250cc race on Saturday. 

Mike Katin trailed Davey Yezek by 
seven points as the 125cc Pro class lined 
up for the weekend's first Pro main. The 
Kames Sports/ Andrews Suzuki/Pro 
Circuit/Sinisalo-backed RM of Katin 
flashed to the first turn ahead of the 
field. Mark Burkhart and Matt Shue 
were jamming after Katin, and Yezek 
was back in the field. Katin, Burkhart 
and Shue pulled clear of a four-rider bat- 
tle for fourth. Clark Stiles, Scott Graves, 
Thomas Barron and Joe Oehlhof were 
banging bars, and Yezek caught them by 
the fifth lap. KTM-mounted Joe Oehlhof 
worked his way into fourth by the 
halfway point, but Yezek was on the gas. 
Yezek passed Barron in the whoops, 
then Stiles in the right-hander after the 
triple, and then Graves in the whoops. 
He then outran Oehlhof down the short 
chute before a double to take over fourth 
with two laps remaining. Katin had a 
solid lead up front, but Burkhart had 
problems as the moto wound down. 

Shue was able to get a wheel under 
Burkhart's Yamaha, but Shue could not 
get enough of a run at him to take sec- 
ond. 

As Katin took the win, Yezek's great 
ride counted for nothing, as he went 
down hard and fell back to eighth - his 
worst finish of the series - due to a run-in 
with a lapped rider. Meanwhile, Katin 
took his 15th win out of 25 mains. 

Burkhart edged out Shue by two bike 
lengths. Oehlhof claimed fourth, and 
Scott Graves rounded out the top five. 

Davey Yezek was fired up after his 
tough luck in Friday's 125cc main, and 
he timed the starting gate perfectly on 
his RM250. Katin, Jimmy Wilson and 
Oehlhof scrambled for second but Yezek 
pulled away. Shue was in the mix early 
but he had bike problems and had to 
drop out. Burkhart got a horrible start 
and had a tough time working his way 
up. 
г В rode flawlessly to the win, 
ahead of Katin, Wilson and Oehlhof. 
Clark Stiles held off Mark Musselman 
and Burkhart for fifth overall. 

When Saturday's 125cc main event 
came to the line, Katin was absent. Yezek 
was still the rider to beat, and he was 
ready to wrap up the 125cc Pro series 
championship. Yezek and Burkhart went 
through the first turn side by side, ahead 
of Shue and Wilson. Yezek took control 
and sprinted away, and Burkhart tried to 
pull ahead of Shue. 

Burkhart was putting in a good ride 
until the fourth lap, when he stalled his 
Yamaha in the turn before the triple. 

“1 was in too high of a gear and didn't 
pull in the clutch in time and stalled my 
bike like a squid," admitted Burkhart. 

Shue was able to take advantage of 
Burkhart's miscue to claim second over- 
all. Burkhart and Wilson were right 
behind Shue, but Shue was solid in sec- 
ond place. 

Yezek took his second win, with Shue 
in second. Burkhart took third, with Wil- 
son and Stiles in fourth and fifth.

Burkhart was quick to run ahead, and he 
left Wilson to deal with Yezek. Yezek 
passed Wilson through the whoops and 
then began to cut into Burkhart's lead, 
and he nearly caught him when the 
white flag came out. Burkhart held off 
Yežek - but just barely - to score the win. 
Wilson took third, and Evans outran 
Jimmy Brooks for fourth. 

Yezek wanted to finish the weekend 
strong - and he did, as he blasted to the 
front of the 250cc main event. Wilson 
and Burkhart chased Yezek, but the race 
was red-flagged because a rider was 
down in the middle of the whoops, and 
the main was restarted. Yezek got anoth- 
er holeshot and ran away with the win. 
Wilson got another second-place start, 
but Burkhart was back in sixth on the 
gas, behind Richard Prather and Larry 
Gessner. After Burkhart got around 
Prather on the first lap, he passed Gess- 
ner when Gessner overjumped the dou- 
ble-tabletop section and fell back to fifth.

DADE CITY, FL, FEB. 1 
arry Carsten and Paul Currie were 
the 125cc and 250cc Pro-class win- 

' ners at the fifth and final round of 
the Unlimited Sports Florida AMA Win- 
ter Series, held at Dade City Raceway, 
but Answer/Smith/Bill's Pipes/South 
Shore-backed Tony Lorusso won the 
title in both classes with consistent 2-5 
showings. More than 325 riders compet- 
ed for Suzuki, Yamaha and Kawasaki 
contingency money. 

When the gate dropped for the first 
125cc Pro moto, Canadian rider Ryan 
Gauld led the 24-rider field into turn 
one, with Lorusso, Greater Yamaha's 
Ronnie Renner, Keith Johnson and 
Carsten following. Johnson fell on lap 
two, and Gauld was getting heavy pres- 
sure from Lorusso, Renner and Carsten. 
On lap three, Lorusso had motored by

Tipping. 

Renner rocketed out of the gate to 
start moto two, with Currie, Johnson, 
Lorusso and Jason Fink close behind.

the moto win but, having placed 24th in 
moto one, he only finished 13th overall.

Carsten's 2-3 
tally was good enough for the overall, 
ahead of Lorusso's 1-4 score. 

In the 250cc class, Currie jumped out 
to the early lead, with Johnson, Matt 
Crown and Kenny Yoho trailing behind. 
Hadsell fell on lap one, while Currie 
opened up a three-second advantage 
over Johnson. Carsten broke into the top 
five after Hadsell fell. Then Carsten 
passed Crown for fourth. On the fifth 
lap, Johnson closed in on Currie and 
then powered by him on his YZ400.

29-30 

espite a longer-than-usual drive, 

riders were happy with what they 

saw when they arrived at the new 
Eastern Agricultural Center in 
Williamston for rounds nine and 10 of 
the AMA Victory Sports Indoor Winter 
Series.

Neese and Horton charged side by 
side into turn one for the 250cc A main 
event, shadowed by Wilson, Todd Ben- 
nick and Chad Newton. Guarding the 
inside, Neese claimed the front and the 
pair took off. Midway through the 12- 
lap battle, a couple of lead swaps 
brought the crowd, roaring, to its feet, 
while Wilson watched from third in 
another terrific ride. 

Horton kept looking through the 
keyhole, pushing here and pulling 
there, but Neese had the door locked 
until, with half a lap to go, a lapped 
rider suddenly went down right in 
front of the Neese/Horton freight train. 
To avoid becoming part of the crash, 
Neese went high and Horton slipped 
past low and quick to snatch away the 
lead from Neese. With no time for a 
comeback pass, Neese came within half 
а bike length of another win, but the 
nod went to Horton. 

Wilson, Black and Newton rounded 
out the top five, packing the finishing 
spots with Yamahas. 








In addition to his top-three finishes, 
Wilson won Saturday's jumping con- 
test with the same no-hands landing 
that had dislocated his wrist a week 
earlier. 

"It's taped up pretty well,” William 
said. "Friday night it popped out a few 
times, but I got it back in okay. Tonight 
it’s taped differently, so it felt good, 
considering.

Minis invade Carlsbad

In the 80cc Novice class, Tristan Kallas was 
handed the overall victory after his closest 
competitor, Justin Herrmann, went down and 
dislocated his thumb, eventually pulling off the 
track.

The legendary Carlsbad track was in great 
condition due to the immense amount of rain 
that Southern California has received in the 
past weeks. 

As the gate dropped for the first moto of the 
Mini class, Jeff Vaughn grabbed the holeshot 
ahead of the 80cc field, which was running 
along with the Women's-class competitors. 
Vaughn was followed over "Devils Drop" by 
Sharlin Humphreys, the first of the women, 
and Kallas, who made his move past 
Humphreys through the cross-over section 
which combines the downhill with the back 
uphill section. Herrmann then passed 
Humphreys down the "Carlsbad Freeway" 
while keeping Kallas in sight. 

When they dropped off "The Ledge" for the 
first time, the order was Vaughn, Kallas, 
Herrmann, Humphreys and Kyle Anderson, 
the first 80cc Beginner. Herrmann made his 
move in the S-turn section, passing Kallas and 
Vaughn. Kallas also managed to find a way 
around Vaughn. 

Back in the Beginner class, the pack reeled 
in Humphreys. Both Anderson and Tyler Fitch- 
le completed the pass before the white flag 
went out at the infield tabletop. Herrmann 
pulled а rather comfortable margin over sec- 
ond-placed Kallas, who had a huge advantage 
over Vaughn. The fourth rider to cross the fin- 
ish line was none other than Beginner racer 
Anderson. After Anderson, the pack was rather 
spread out, with Fitchle taking second and 
Tyler Koefe in third. 

The Women's class was dominated by 
Humphreys, who was one of the top runners 
for most of the race. Tiffany Holtman and 
Aimee Bankhecht rounded out the top three. 

The gate dropped for the second moto, with 
Kallas going through the switchback first turn 
with Humphreys right on his Yamaha's back 
fender. Fitchle went down in the first turn and 
was relegated to last place. As the pack made 
its way up to the top of the hill, Kallas pulled 
an advantage over Humphreys and then 
Herrmann, who made a couple of quick passes 
to get right behind Humphreys. Herrmann 
made his move in the infield section, chasing 
after Kallas. Herrmann closed the gap on 
Kallas, but at the top of the hill he was pinched 
off by a lapped rider. 

By the time the leaders crested the top of 
"The Ledge," Herrmann was right there in the 
running. Riding side by side down the choppy 
straight into the hairpin corner, Herrmann 
went down after being chopped off by Kallas. 
Both Kallas and Vaughn passed Herrmann, 
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who got up and continued the charge toward 
the front. Not long after that, Herrmann had 
another close call. Then he pulled over to the 
side of the track with a dislocated thumb. 

Kallas’ now-huge lead was enough to take 
the moto win over Vaughn and Humphreys. 

The winner of the 80cc Beginner class 
turned out to be Anderson, but this time Koefe 
took second, followed by Fitchle, who came 
from last place to take third. The Women's 
class finished in the same order as in the first 
moto, with Humphreys way ahead of Holtman 
and Bankhecht.

Deal, Zitur split wins 
at Elk Lake ice race

ZIMMERMAN, MN, JAN. 24 

Mark Deal and Dan Zitur squared off in the 
two fastest classes featured at the DTRA-pro- 
moted ice races held on EIk Lake. Each rider 
seemed destined for victory in his respective 
event, but because of their combined competi- 
tive spirit, the tide was turned both times, and 
in the end each rider earned respect for the 
other. 

It all started during the 11-lap Open B main 
event, in which Deal bolted into the lead at the 
start while chased by Zitur and the rest of the 
10-rider field. The race seemed to be a lock for 








the first two positions as the laps ticked away. 
However, the twosome encountered lapped 
traffic while approaching the final left-hand 
corner of the scrambles-type race track. The fin- 
ish line was placed in the middle of the corner, 
and during his bid for the win, Deal was 
thwarted as he attempted to slip to the inside of 
the lappers. Zitur cunningly powered around 
the outside of the existing carnage and 
punched his fist in the air as he stole the victo- 
ry. 

Attrition ensued during the closing laps. 
Jason Larson was in the shadow of the front- 
runners until his CR250 seized with four laps to 
go. Joe Tromberg also dropped out of con- 
tention on the next lap while running in fourth 
place. Troy Dollansky eventually finished 
third, with John Larson, Verdeen Langland and 
Eric Brouhard rounding out the top six while 
still on the lead lap. 

It was not long before Zitur and Deal were 
lined up again as the Over 30 class came to the 
line. Again, Deal posted the quickest reaction 
time, but as the pack reached the high-speed 
first turn, Zitur held the gas on a touch longer 
and assumed the lead. With three laps in the 
books, Deal's chance to redeem himself came 
when he made an exciting outside pass on 
Zitur while they negotiated the quick right-left 
"esses" section. In doing so, Deal eventually 
earned his first win of the season. John Larson 
finished third, ahead of Joe Tromberg, heat- 
race winner Mike Tehro, and Senior (Over 38) 
main-event winner Jay Tromberg. 

After the race, both riders made themselves 
available to the press, during which time Zitur 
came over and shook Deal's hand. 

"You surprised the hell out of me with that 
pass," said Zitur to Deal. "I didn't think any- 
body was that close to me." 

Afterward, Deal explained his passing 
attempt. 

"Dan (Zitur) was running right through the 
middle of that section (the esses), but for some 
reason, on that lap he went low. That left plen- 
ty of room for me to go around him." 

“I guess we both had a chance for a sweep, 
but we both screwed up," Zitur responded. "I 
thought I'd try a different line during the Over 
30 race, but it was a mistake and Mark (Deal) 
went right by."

Euros migrate to Carlsbad

CARLSBAD, CA, JAN. 30 

On a nice, sunny afternoon, two European pros 
tackled the track on which their predecessors 
battled our legends each year for the USGP. 
This time, though, Joakim Eliasson and James 
Marsh battled between themselves, defeating 
the local motocross contingent and pressing lap 
times to the brink. 

When the steel gate hit Carlsbad's concrete 
starting pad, local racer Rodney Morrison had 
the best jump, sweeping around the first turn in 
the lead during the Vet Pro/Expert moto. Mor- 
rison was followed closely by Mark Brooks and 
Nathan Pittman. As the pack careered down the 
downhill, Pittman lost two positions, one to 
Eliasson and the other to Marsh. Morrison led 
the pack for the first lap and was eventually 
overtaken by Eliasson by the end of the lap. 

Seeing the urgency to pick up the pace, 
Brooks rocketed by Morrison in the infield. 
Marsh, who had had a bad start, made his 
move in the back S-turn portion of the track. He 
dropped off “Devils Drop” in second and was 
charging hard and hitting all sorts of different 
lines. Brooks, however, was not about to let the 
lead two pull a gap, especially not with half the 
race left to run. Brooks challenged Marsh, 
putting his front tire right on the silencer of 
Marsh’s KTM. 

Brooks dogged Marsh until he ran out of 
steam on the rough and choppy circuit. This 
left the door open for Morrison to climb back 
up to third place. Still way out front, Eliasson 
had pulled a comfortable seven-second advan- 
tage by the last lap. Eliasson rode under the 
waving checkered flag to take the first-moto 
win. Second place went to Marsh, while third 
place in the moto went to Morrison. 

The second-moto start saw the Honda of 
Morrison lead the pack into the serpentine 
track, followed closely by Eliasson, who wast- 
ed little time passing for the lead. Eliasson 
managed to catch Morrison off guard in the 
section known as “Rattlesnake Gulch.” Elias- 
son started to pull a lead over the rest of the 
pack. 

Meanwhile, Morrison was passed by Brooks 
in the “Horseshoe” and then by Marsh in the 
next sweeper. Marsh was on the move, railing 
the entire uphill and then squaring off the top 
and jumping down the first jump into the 
crossover section. Brooks was on the inside line 
for the first left, but that turned into the outside 
for the next right-hander after the little drop- 
off. Marsh held the inside line and made the 
pass stick on one of the choppiest sections on 
the track. 

Brooks, trying to regain his second-place 
position, went for an inside pass in a hard- 
packed corner that was as slick as ice. He 
washed the front end out and then hit the 
adobe clay with his shoulder. Bob Morales, 
who is in charge of CMXR, was right there to

hen I get old I will leave the 
W house without pants. People will 

stare, children will point, there 
will be commensurate embarrassment. 
The sad truth is that it has already 
begun. 

This past year - rather, the second 
half of this past year - I left the house 
without pants. Mechanics stared, riders 
pointed. Reading lips, I could see them 
saying, "He's the one who picked Mike 
Hale to win the AMA Superbike Cham- 
pionship." I have lived with the choice 
for a year and now it's time to try to 
explain myself. 

The prediction wasn't made using a 
Ouija board or a dart board. My record 
speaks for itself. I'd correctly chosen 
Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler to 
win the title the two previous years, in 
1996 and '97, the first pundit in the histo- 
ry of the Cycle News pickers to accurately 
choose the champ in consecutive years. 
Maybe it went to my head. Or my pants. 

I should have stayed with Chandler 
in 1998, but I thought his luck was about 
to run out. Chandler had had two nearly 
dream years with only a single failure at 
a crucial time, that coming at Brainerd 
in 1997. He was overdue. The first 
stroke of misfortune struck at the Lagu- 
na Seca World Superbike race, where a 
clip-on - which was built in-house, as 
opposed to the works item available 
through Kawasaki - broke entering the 
Corkscrew. The resulting crash was hor- 
rific, though Chandler escaped serious 
injury. Still, he was beaten up enough 
that his performance at Mid-Ohio and, 
to a lesser extent, Brainerd suffered. 
Valuable points were lost. Then came 
the engine failure at Las Vegas that truly 
sealed his fate. That he finished the year 
in second speaks volumes about his 
tenacity. 

I had thought to choose American 
Honda's Miguel DuHamel but was con- 
vinced he would do something silly. He 
didn't disappoint. First came the spill 
while chasing race winner Scott Russell 
early in the Daytona 200. Then came the 
awful wet-track crash into the turn-one 
wall at Loudon. In better conditions, 
with more concern for rider safety, he 
would have walked away. As it was, 
DuHamel severely broke his leg and 
will still be recovering when the green 
flag drops for this year's Daytona 200. 
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Hale had come off a year where he 
struggled on the Suzuki World Super- 
bike team - not a surprise, given who 
was running the squad. His results were 
generally consistent, though not great. 
He'd included a provision in his con- 
tract for a test on the Suzuki RGV-500 
Grand Prix bike at the end of the season. 
The test was in Australia and it went 
brilliantly. His times were impressive 
and constant. Garry Taylor, Suzuki's GP 
boss, wanted to hire him. Having lost 
Lucky Strike as a sponsor at the end of 
the 1997 season, Taylor had no leverage 
and was forced to hire two Japanese rid- 
ers. The 1998 season was probably the 
worst ever for the Suzuki 500cc GP 
team. 

In preseason testing, Hale was fast on 
the Fast By Ferracci Ducati, the team he 
ended up signing with. He went well at 
Willow Springs and Las Vegas - impres- 
sively well - and, hearing that, I made 
him my pick. Added to that was the 
more direct involvement of Michelin, 
which hadn't looked so good in 1997. 
Even though Mat Mladin won four 
races on Ferracci's Ducati, he was let 
down by tires more than once. Part of it, 
Mladin is convinced, was Eraldo Ferrac- 
ci's fault for not asking Michelin for the 
best World Superbike product. For 1998, 
Michelin rededicated their efforts with 
their most ambitious testing program 
ever. 

So I chose Hale, and things looked 
good until he crashed the magic bike in 
practice for the first race in Phoenix. The 
magic bike was an ex-works Ducati that 
went particularly well - vertically, it 
turned out, as well as in a straight line. 
Once Hale destroyed that bike in a 
vicious high-side, his season was irre- 
versibly doomed. He had no faith in the 
front end of the Ducati and nothing 
could change that. It was downhill from 
there, and both sides came to a sensible 
dissolution after Hale crashed in prac- 
tice at the midseason Loudon race. 
Needless to say, he did not make me a 
three-time winner. 

This year, the smart choice is Mat 
Mladin, at least according to his peers, 
and who knows better? I had the idea 
that Cycle News should ask the Superbike 
riders themselves to pick the top 10 this 
year. (Their choices are on page 29.) 
Though we didn't get to all of the factory

riders, we got to most, and the consensus 
choice was Mladin, and why not? He's 
smart, he's fast, he's fit, he's experienced, 
he doesn't crash, and he works his ass 
off. His Achilles' heel last year was the 
team, from which he tried to separate 
himself by making his own team within a 
team. Unfortunately, not everyone on the 
team was up to snuff, which is why he 
had an engine failure at Loudon that like- 
ly cost him the title. That engine builder 
is gone, replaced by one who is thought 
of very highly. Also, the team has been 
making steady progress on the fuel- 
injected GSX-R750, which can only add 
to his already-impressive package. So I 
picked him second. 

My choice for the championship is 
Eric Bostrom. Watching him win at 
Brainerd and Pikes Peak last year was 
almost as impressive as the credit he 
gave to the bike afterward. Bostrom 
knows he's but one part of a team that is 
totally committed to winning, and he 
doesn't take it for granted. He works as 
hard as anyone, both on the track and 
off, and is relentless in his quest for per- 
fection. Winning spot races as a stand-in 
is considerably different from being in a 
championship chase for the world's 
largest motorcycle manufacturer. 
Bostrom knows this. But he's a big-pic- 
ture rider and sensible enough not to get 
in over his head. There will be tracks 
that will confound him. This winter, he 
struggled in his Superbike tests at Lagu- 
na Seca. Over the course of the season, I 
think he can work through the bad and 
amplify the good and, at the end of the 
year, a Bostrom will again wear the 
number-one crown. 

Behind Mladin I put Chandler, 
because he's Chandler and he'll always 
be there. He backed the team into a cor- 
ner this year with the very serious threat 
of defecting to Fast By Ferracci, and he 
might have, except that the FBF offer 
was about half of what he'll make with 
Kawasaki. In exchange, Chandler got 
some assurances that things will be bet- 
ter, though neither he nor the team has 
been more forthcoming with details. 
Gary Medley, his longtime mechanic, is 
gone, replaced by Nick Davies, someone 
Chandler feels will bring new enthusi- 
asm to the team. 

I picked the Vance & Hines Ducatis 
of Ben Bostrom and Anthony Gobert 





fourth and fifth, respectively, and not 
because of their abilities, but because of 
the limitations of the equipment. Of the 
10 races in which Gobert competed, he 
won three. More importantly, mechani- 
cal problems took him out of contention 
in three others - Daytona, Sears Point 
and Las Vegas. A 30-percent failure rate 
doesn't cut it in this company, and there 
could easily have been another failure in 
one of the three races he missed after he 
failed a drug test prior to Mid-Ohio. It's 
not because Gobert's hard on equip- 
ment, either. Team owner Terry Vance 
says that Gobert treats his machinery 
well. 

According to Vance, this year's 
equipment will be much improved and 
will come directly from the factory. 
After some initial problems at Daytona, 
it’s been reliable. On RC45 Hondas, 
Gobert would be the pick. On Ducatis, 
there's a question mark. 

What has been openly debated is 
whether Gobert will have a dope 
relapse. After what Vance has done for 
him, I can't imagine that he'd do any- 
thing so silly and damaging to his 
career. Knowing that he'll be tested at 
every race guarantees that Gobert will 
be constantly reminded of the conse- 
quences. 

Watching the riders struggle with 
their picks, especially midpack, re- 
affirmed my belief in the depth of this 
year's field. From sixth on down it's a 
nearly complete crap shoot, with a few 
mitigating factors. 

How well will Aaron Yates adapt to 
the Kawasaki after a career on Suzukis? 
He's always shown bursts of speed, but 
he hasn't yet been able to sustain it. The 
health of Miguel DuHamel and Yama- 
ha's Jamie Hacking, a rider not heard 
from in months, is still in doubt. The 
new Yamaha R-7s: Are they any good, 
and how hard will it be for Rich Oliver 
to develop them during the racing sea- 
son? They certainly won't be at Day- 
tona. How well will the much-improved 
Harleys hold up under Scott Russell? 
And, after a disappointing 1998 season, 
does the Georgian still have the fire in 
the belly? 

It won't be until the beginning of 
October that many of these questions 
will be answered and ГЇЇ know whether 
or not I’m wearing pants. см
